The fact that John McCormack ha 
offered his services as an artist to the 
government unconditionally, and that 

e will sing for the benefit of the Red 
Cross many times this winter, would 
be an interesting announcement in At- 
lanta, as everywhere the great tenor 
is known, even if he were not booked 
for a recital at the Auditorium on 
Thanksgiving night.

Vernon Castle. 

A few months ago I saw Vernon 
Castle at one oft the dancing clubs in 
New York. He was a changed Vernon 
Castle from the one we knew at the 
height of the dance craze. He still had 
the same cheerfulness and the same de- 
lightful air which made him so popu- 
lar. But, instead of that slight effem- 
ininity, we saw strength; a stronger, 
straighter-looking man. Instead of an 
individual intoxicated by sudden pros- 
perity, we saw a man sobered by the 
realities of war. We all admired him. 


Here was a man who had just reached 
the pinnacle of succéss and gave it up 


to fight for the country that gave him 
birth. 


His Dancing. 

His dancing was a surprise to us all. 
He danced with such perfect abandon 
and seemed to forget everybody and 
everything. If he knew that we were 
all watching him he did not show it. 
That air of “watch me and I will show 
you something new” was gone. 
dancing seemed more rhythmical han 
ever. You might call it a slight wave— 
a wave of the whole body swinging to 
the rhythm of the music. His steps 
were new, but they did not attract at- 
tention. 


Within a few months all good dancers 
had caught it. They, too, seemed to 
dance for the sheer pleasure of it, and 
not merely executing new steps. 


Wartime Spirit. 

This new style of dancing is typical 
of war times. By that I do not mean 
marching to military music On the con- 
trary, we dance to get away from the 
sordid things of life. We take it as a 
tonic; and during the short time that 
we dance we throw care Ao the winds. 
A spirit of abandon prevails. 

To dance with such perfect uncon- 
sciousness and ease, the most natural 
steps are necessary. Vernon Castle used 
ithe old-fashioned waltz as the basis of 
his variations, and that is what is be- 
ing danced today. Whether doing the 
one-step, fox trot or canter, almost all 
of the variations or combinations of 
steps are made up of the waltz step. 
It is very adaptable, and lends itself 
readily, especially to syncopation. The 
waltz as originally danced is now be- 
ing used by a great many people.

The following review of the Dutch in 
America was written by Jasper Welch, 
of seven-two, who has taken the part 
of a little Dutch boy who came from 
Holland to America: 


A Little Dutch * 

One day in Amsterdam my mother 
was scrubbing the kitchen floor when 
my father came home and said we 
would go to America to find homes 
in the country explored by Henry Hud- 
son. I was out playing with a little 
Dutch boy, who was my playmate, and 
had dropped my wooden shoe into the 
‘canal, 

When I heard my father say we were 
going .to the new world called America 
I began to cry. but my mother told me 
not to worry about my shoe, that father 
was going to buy me a new .pair of 
leather shoes and a new suit. 

The day we were going to embark 
for America I was alke@ressed-up as I 
thought, but my newshoes hurt my 
feet and I went limping to the ship. 

I was very seasick on our way to 
America, but I knew that I had to 
stand the seasickness, and I did. We 
landed in the harbor of New Amster- 
dam, now New York. The growth of 
the colony was very slow, so the West 
India company gave to the man who 
brought to America from Holland fifty 
settlers the title of “Patroon” and a 
grant to a large tract of land. 

In 1647 Peter Stuyvesant came to be 
our governor. We called him “Old Sil- 
verleg,” because of his wooden. leg 
bound with silver bands.

Perhaps no more remarkable letter was ever written by an American boy than that of a young law

This letter has been furnished The Constitution from the archives of the generations of the past 
as an example of patriotism that is inspiring in this day of a nation’s crisis, when every man—as millions 
are doing—must realize the responsibility of the hour, and every father and loved one/must appreciate 
the sacrifice that must be made, willingly, determinedly, that the cause of liberty may triumph. 

The letter of young Rogers to his father, written in the early sixties, foljpws: 


Dear Father: The Lester Vol- 


unteers are now preparing to‘start 
for the seat of the war, and [ feel 
it to be my duty to ask your con- 
sent before I go. When I volun- 
teered for one year, you seemed 
perfectly willing; but when I saw 
you last, you appeared dissatisfied 
that I had agreed to go during the 
war. It is needless for me to say 
anything in regard to the change 
which the congress of the confed- 
erate states has made. Let it suf- 
fice to say that I think it nothing 
but right, and if I did not, I would be 
willing to 5° anyhow. Nothing can 
be too hard, no sacrifice too great, 
when Liberty is at stake: But a 
father’s love will foresee dangers, 
and urge a cause of fear. You point 
me to the toils, hardships and dan- 
gers of a soldier’s life. These I 
know. are great; but is the strong 
right arm of God too weak to pro- 
tect, too short to defend me from 
the vices and crimes which sur- 
round the soldier—the only ene- 
mies I fear? Shall I not trust in 
Him? “Ah! but death is almost 
certain,” you respond. Would you 
teach me to fear to die in defense 
of right, of truth, of justice? Fight- 
ing for the land of my birth, for the 
rights guaranteed to us by the 
Eternal God, for the home I love, 
I feel that death in its most horrid 
and ghastiy form would have no ter- 
rors for me. “But, perhaps, you 
will not be needed: wait until 
you are called for again,” you re- 
ply. I haye heard this advanced 
often, and have as repeatedly in- 
quired, when will that be? ill it 
be necessary only when our land is 
invaded and laid waste with fire and 


sword;. when the confederate flag 
trails in the dust, our army defeat- 
ed and disorganized? No, father, 
the first gun that boomed from 
Fort Sumter called in thundécr tones 
upon me to rally to the standard 
of my country, and I burn to an- 
ewer that call. Ps 


But I feel that I campo go with- 
out your consent, foryou are my 
father and as such have the right 
to say whether or not I shall go. 
I beg you, as you love me, with- 
hold not your consent. If you re- 


fuse, I must obey; but when it is 
done, life will have lost all charms 
for me. 

Oh! call me not back. Rather 
immune me in some loathsome 
dungeon; let me be the cringing 
vassal of some heartless tyrant; 
bind, rivet the clanking chains of 
an ignoble, perpetuated | slavery 
upon me, rather than shower my 
head with the blessings of a Iib- 
erty bought with the blood of oth- 
ers. Let me pour out the gush- 
ing fountain of my own heart to 
secure my own rights, and I am 
content. I want no liberty but my 
own, achieved by my own exer- 
tions and purchased with my own 
blood. Call me not a blind enthu- 
siast. Does love of country need a 
stimulant to call it into action? 
Must reason be dethroned that the 
fires of patriotism may be aroused? 
No idle dream of fame, no slavish 
love of money, actuates me. All 
I ask is to fight for my country. 
I want no remuneration. Give 
me a few tattered rags te hide my 
mnakedness—a crust to appease the 


gEnawings of hunger, and Liberty, 
and I am happy. 


You want me to continue my 
studies. Do you suppose I can 
forget a bleeding easy and de- 
vote my time and attention to the 
Study of the law? Impossible! 
I sometimes take up my books, de- 
termined to forget everything elze, 
but soon my mind is wandering 
over the plains of the Old Domin- 
ion,-and in my imagination I hear 
the thunder of cannon on our bor- 
ders and see the smoke of battle 
ascend in dense columns toward 
heaven, and books, home, self, are 
all forgotten, and I long for the 
hour of departure to arrive. 

I know it will wring my heart 
to bid you, perhaps, a last fare- 
well. Were I the only one to re- 
gret my leaving, I could go with- 
out a sigh; but to see my friends in 
tears is*too much for me. Every 
day I think of that sad, sad hour, 
and my heart swells with ief: 
tears flow unrestrained. sit 
down sometimes in my room, at the 
lone hour of the night, when all

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GEORGIA’S THANKSGIVING. 


If there ic one state above another that 
this year has genuine occasion for thanks- 
giving that state is Georgia. 

Upon every hand is prosperity and plen- 
ty; and conditions are peculiarly such that 
our thankfulness to Providence for realized 
blessings and bounties are mixed with well- 
based hopefulness for even better things and 
brigliter days to come. 

The single element we have to cloud our 
rejoicing this year is that injected by the 
war—the sacrifices that every family circle 
has made, is making, or stands ready to 
make; and the commiseration we feel for 
those millions abroad to whom the war has 
brought darkness and pain. 

But we may be thankful and our spirits 
are beatified that we have a singular oppor- 
tunity to aid in redeeming them, in amelior- 
ating their misery and brightening the world 
by our own offerings, and that we are pre- 
paring to make, and are making, the most 
of it. 

Georgia is essentially an agricultural 
state, and one of the greatest. Yet it is 
enriched by sundry industries not directly 
dependent upon the soil. All are just clos- 
ing a year of unparalleled prosperity. 

Crops never were better in Georgia’s his- 
tory; prices never higher, nor were manu- 
factures or the products of the mine, quarry, 
forest or water-course in greater demand. 

As to crops, despite the unprecedented 
advancement of diversification and of live- 
stock production, cotton this year, as always 
before, has been the leader in Georgia’s soil 
products. 

Georgia and Texas are historically the 
premiers among the states of the “cotton 
belt.” They regulate the standard by which 
cotton production is reckoned and the gauge 
by which prices of the staple are regulated. 

It is universally conceded by all fore- 
casters, official and otherwise, that Georgia’s 
1917 cotton crop will be from 100,000 to 
200,000 bales larger than that of 1916. 

Texas, however, according to the same 
expert authorities, this year has produced 
from 500,000 to 700,000 bales less than it did 
a year ago. 

Last year cotton was selling at this time 
at prices ranging around 18 cents a pound, 
@gainst nearly 30 cents now! 

So Georgia this year has the dual bless- 
ing of greater yleld and a much higher 
price; while Texas, in decreased production, 
loses what it gains in higher price—the ad- 
vantage of increased price being largely neu- 
tralized by ita slump in volume of product. 

As to crops other than cotton, Georgia 
has been blessed to a degree that is without 
precedent in its history. Its acreage in food 
and forage crops has been greater than in 
any previous year; never before has it de- 
voted so much of its land to such crops as 
corn, yams, Irish potatoes, peas, velvet 
beans, peanuts, etc., and never before did 
those crops yield better per acre or meet 
with a more active demand or command 
higher prices. The same holds true as to 
fruits, our principal crops of which have 
been in peaches and apples. 

The state never before produced so much 
livestock, especially hogs and cattle, as it 
has grown this year, and prices never were 
better. And during no previous year in 
Georgia’s history has there been such an 

Sey influx of high-grade cattle and hogs for 
breeding and herd-building purposes as there 
has been during 1917; and our pastures to-

CRIMINAL WASTE OF COAL. 


England has commissioned a fuel re 
search board to evolve some means of con- 
serving its coal supply, and a correspondent 
of The London Chronicle begins an article 
descriptive of the board’s activities to date, 
with the prophecy that “ten years hence not 
@ scuttle of coal will be burned in any Brit- 
ish household.” 

The gist of the board’s findings is that 
coal is too valuable to be burned! The 
scientific view, says the correspondent, dif- 
fers from the popular view that “coal is 
something to be burned.” It, he says, views 
coal as something too valuable to be burned, 
and that— 


to burn it is to squander it; that the by- 
products of coal are of greater moment 
than the coal itself, and that not until 
these by-products have been extracted 
should the residuum be used for indus- 
trial or domestic purposes. 

As to the by-products of coal, the author 
says that to enumerate them all and to 
show how, in one form or another, coal per- 
meates our daily life, would be a well-nigh 
hopeless undertaking; and he goes on to 
show that “apart from heat, light and power, 
a whole host of lesser trades depend on coal 
for their raw materials,” that— 


Pragtically all our dyes and a bewil- 
dering variety of oils, drugs and the in- 
gredients of high explosives come from 
coal tar alone. Benzine, toluene, picric 
acid, carbolic acid, paraffin and naphtha- 
lene, pitch, ammonium sulphate and 
phosphate for fertilizers, soot for use 
in printing ink, in boot polish, and in 
manure—these are but a fraction of the 
coal derivatives that are in daily use. 

Another phase of the coal question the 
British writer discusses has to do with 
waste. 

“We have allowed it (the coal industry) 
to develop,” he says, “in any form that pri- 
vate interests might from time to time find 


profitable.” And the result, he says, is— 


that there is waste in getting coal, waste 
in distributing it, waste in the failure to 
make the most of its by-products, and 
still greater waste in its consumption— 


that— 


If the fuel research board can show 
us how these sources of waste can be 
dammed and how our most precious, al- 
most, indeed, our only, raw material 
Should be most efficiently used, it will 
prepare the way for another huge indus- 
trial advance such as these islands have 
not known for a century and a half. 


Now, what is true with regard to a ton of 
coal in England is equally true of a ton of 
coal in America. If it is wasteful to burn 
coal there, it is wasteful to burn it here— 
and the most economical steam engine ever 
contrived is one of the most wasteful ma- 
chines in the world. Only a fractional part 
of the energy in the coal it consumes is 
utilized, the bulk of it escaping in the form 
of waste smoke, gases and heat units. 

But we have one advantage over Eng- 
land: We need no fuel research board to 
point us a substitute to supply us with pow- 
er, light and heat in order to liberate our 
coal supply for other purposes, 

We have that substitute upon every hand, 
and in abundance—we know what it is, and 
have known ever since the friction dynamo 
was invented. 

It is simply our water courses which, re- 
sponding to the law of gravity, every minute 
and hour and day in the year, winter and 
summer, pour into the sea enough energy to 
supplant every pound of coal that we extract 
from the earth to utilize and waste by com- 
bustion. 

The substitute is here in almost limitless 
volume; but most of it is being wasted be- 
cause congress has thus far neglected to 
facilitate its being put to use. 

Once congress does act—and let us hope 
it will act inside of the next few months— 
steps will be taken to chain our creeks and 
rivers; and mighty soon we shall have no 
further coal problem. 

Congress is now the only thing that 
stands in the way—and all because of a few 
so-called “conservation” cranks. 


NOT “BIT,” BUT “BEST.” 


“Bit” no longer has a rightful place in 
any American's vocabulary of war-service 
terms and expressions. 

“Best” is a happy, and the only proper, 
substitute. 

It is every citizen’s duty not to do his 
“bit,” but his “best”—his level best—to help 
lambast the kaiser and exterminate mo- 
narchical oppression in the world. 

Vice President Marshall said in one of 
his recent addresses that the American 
people must make up their minds to do 
their best, not merely their “bit.” And here 
in Atlanta last Tuesday Henry P. Davison, 
chairman of the war council of the American 
Red Cross, said at a great mass meeting 
in the Auditorium that “Position in society 
in the future will be measured, not by wealth, 
power, commercial supremacy, or birth, but 
by service’—and “best” service is what he 
had in mind; not “bit” service! 


“Bit:—A small piece, portion or quan- 
tity of anything; a little ,a mite; hence, 
the smallest or an insignificant amount 
or degree; an iota; a jot; a tittle: a 
whit.”"——Webster’s New International 
Dictionary. 


When, then, we express our willingness to 
do our “bit,” we in reality say that we are 
willing to contribute “a little, a mite’—“the 
smallest or an insignificant amount or de- 
gree” toward bringing about the annihila- 
tion of Hoh*nzollernism. When we say we 
have done our “bit.” literally we say that 
we have contributed “an iota, a jot, a tittle, 
a whit” toward winning the war—and used 
in that way it carries the inference of duty 
performed.

—and the alert, wide-awake female picket 
has proven her qualifications for just such 
work—the incendiary with his firebrand 
would have been foiled and vast quantities 
of valuable food would have been saved for 
the forces fighting the kaiser. 

As it is, the pickets are doing no good 
whatever, but considerable harm—harm to 
their country, to themselves and to the cause 
they mistakenly represent. They only 
harass the president and his physical guar- 
dians, clutter up the capital police courts, 
occupy good jail space, and—when they are 
not on hunger strike—eat good food that 
ought to be used to supply energy directed 
to a helpful purpose. 

And while what they are doing only 
tends to impede the progress of the votes- 
for-women cause, if they would devote their 
energies to some laudable purpose—and 
Mrs. Shaw suggested only one of a thousand 
—they would greatly speed the cause and 
win glory and honor, instead of ridicule.

this) man that no answering tremor dis- 
turhed his young body, even when the gen- 
tle morning breeze swayed the hangman's 
noose against his cheek. It is probable 
that he did not feel the momentary kiss of 
the death-rope; that those calm gray eyes 
were oblivious to the weeping women, and 
that his ears were closed to the blasphemy 
of the provost marshal. The calm of the 
young man’s soul was too profound to be 
disturbed by mere temporal things. 

It was left to one of God’s pure Iittle 
creatures to bring him back to his sur- 
roundings and a sense of his position. A 
robin flew to a branch just over his head 
and perched there, swaying, its head cocked 
to one side, as if it were pondering as to 
the import of the scene. The bird warbled 
in joyous notes, and the man in the shad- 
ow of death; looking up at the songster, 
smiled. Perhaps he interpreted the song 
of the bird as a message of hope from an- 
other world. 

The circumstances which brought this 
fine specimen of manhood to the gallows 
had begun ‘unfolding a few weeks pre- 
viously when General Washington had found 
it imperative to send a spy into the Brit- 
ish camp on Long Island.

“Cotton ‘According’” to 
Other War Commodities 


(From The Hartford Courant.) 

The Atlanta Constitution defends 30-cent 
cotton, and makes a plausible argument, too. 
A high price, it admits, for normal times, 
but “by mo meang out of proportion with 
$2 corn and $2.50 wheat, and the inflated 
prices charged for practically every other 
commodity on the market.” 

The time when friends of the south in 
the national government were beseeching 
everybody to “buy a bale” in order to keep 
the bottom from dropping out of the cotton 
market seems strangely distant. Anybody 
who had taken that advice then would 
have needed to wait only a little over three 
years to make a good margin on his money. 
Cotton has not waited in fact to realize the 
effect of the revolution in world markets. 
It has long been up keeping company with 
wool and rising faster than silk. 

Southern farmers have not in times past 
been overpaid for their chief product. They 
have been very much at the mercy of the 
market and as they have conducted their 
business prosperity has been a slow process 
with them. This is their great opportunity, 
and they will make the most of it if they 
take the advice of The Atlanta Constitution, 
which is to feed the market gradually, and 
keep the price steady and high by governing 
the supply. 

That is the southern farmer’s side of it. 
Here in the north where we must have cot- 
ton, we shall have to pay—as we do for 
other things. It is natural that, with every 
other product of the soil consistently rising, 
cotton should be “according.” It may come 
hard, but in respect to cotton at least, it will 
not be for always.

Shell Contempt 


BY P. TYE. 


London.—You have heard of shell-shock, 
But do you know what shell-contempt is? 


It is not a disease. It is not a philoso- 
phy. It is a peculiar state of mind, which 
ensues upon long services in the front line 


Nor is it peculiar to soldiers. Civilians 
living just back of the front get it. I re- 
member hearing once of a platoon of recruits 
who had just reached the back of the front, 
and had stripped their clothing off and gone 
for a swim a hundred yards from a widow's 
cottage. A shell came over and let go in the 
near vicinity, quickly followed by another, 
and another. At once, the naked recruits 
left the water and ran in a panic for shelter. 
But the woman, with the shell-contempt 
which long residence at the back of the front 
breeds, only ran out to the bank of the ca- 
nal where they had been swimming to get 
in her washing off the line. 


Shell-contempt is a sort of utter bore- 
dom. It is a death of the emotions, of all 
the sensations, which makes men who have 
been long under shell-fire t.utterly and 
flauntingly indifferent. 


I have heard of another episode at the 
back of the front, which illustrates it. One 
of the pumerous speakers who, find their 
way to the front, was giving a recital to a 
body of soldiers. The “one more unto the 
breach, dear friends” speech from Henry 
V., was what he was offering them, 


“Once more unto the breach dear friends, 
once more”—he began, and a sharp, musical 
scream in the air interrupted him. The 
men suddenly became all attention and a 
mysterious grin spread over their faces. The 
musical scream quickly died away in a dis- 
tant bang. 

‘Is that a German shell?” he asked his 
audience. 

“Ye-es!” came a delighted roar and a long 
shout of laughter. 

“Oh, well, I'll begin again. ‘Once more 
unto the breach—’” and another scream end- 
ed in a quick and tremendous bang and & 
huge roar of laughter from his delighted 
audience. 

Before the speaker was finally frightened 
clear away from his rostrum and into a dug- 
out, two soldiers in his audience had been 
killed and a number wounded, and their of- 
ficers had to disperse the soldiers to their 
own dug-outs. But they went away leisure- 
ly, enjoying one of the greatest laughs they 
had ever had at the front. For weeks aft- 
erward, “one more unto the breach, dear 
friends,” was good for a laugh anywhere in 
that sector of the front. 


Old-Style Courage Gone. 


In truth, the old style of courage is gona 
the courage of the old wars when men 
fought hand-to-hand, when a man and his 
foe met on a basis of equality and the best 
man won. For all human courage is ut- 
terly irrelevant and immaterial when con- 
fronted with shell-fire. What is a man’s 
right arm against forces that rip buildings 
into dust-heaps and scatter legs and arms 
for a hundred yards? What is the quick- 
ness of a man’s eye against a force that is 
terrifying even in its noise—a noise that 
makes one’s body and soul quake and one’s 
ekull ache as if it were being hammered 
and leaves one a trembling wreck for months 
afterwards? 

It is this utter boredom with the way 
death plays pranks, blowing one man to 
atoms, and leaving the man standing next 
him unharmed—it is this utter boredom that 
is shell-contempt 


“We just wait to be killed,” one man said. 
“Tf it doesn’t come this time, it’ll come next 
time. There’s no sport or adventure in it, 
when men give up fighting and let the guns 
do all the work. In South Africa, there used 
to be some soul to fighting. But South 
Africa was a child’s nursery compared to 
this.” 

‘T'll get it In about a week,” said an- 
other. “Law of averages.” 


“You can’t dodge shrapnel in the open,” 
said a third, who had just comeback from 
a raiding party. Everybody else in his par- 
ty had been killed and he himself was mild- 
ly surprised by his own luck. 


Why do men fight under these condi- 
tions? It is not because they are cour- 
ageous (although heaven knows how many 
millions of individual feats which are usual- 
ly called “feats of courge” have gone re- 
warded and unrewarded in this war). It 
is because they had rather die for ‘Eng- 
land themselves than remain at home while 
others are dying for England, 


A Satisfying Thrill of Horror. 

It is the sheer spectacle of shell-fire, too, 
which makes fer shell-contempt as much ag 
the philosophy of fatalism which shell-fire 
instills. “It is the most satisfying thrill 
of horror in the world.” It is like watching 
some supernatural force at play among hu- 
man bodies, tearing them to pieces with hot, 
jagged pieces of steel, flinging up their 
buildings in great clouds of smoke and dust, 
tearing up the earth and flinging it high 
into the air, filling the night skies with the 
electric blue of shrapnel, the tawny orange, 
violet and heliotrope and the fleecy little 
puffs of snow-white of the heavier guns, 
The noise of it hypnotizes, Men, under its 
spell, are frequently found wandering about 
the lines. Men have been kown to walk 
straight into a barrage with a whispered re« 
mark, “I must go; I must go. The shells 
are calling to me.” 

It is a eyectacle that is greater than 
fear. Men acquire an appetite for it, just 
as they acquire an appetite for whisky, 
Men who would have to coerce themselves 
into a hand-to-hand fight—haberdashers, 
clerks, shop attendants, men like you and 
me—are seized by the spell of shells bursting 
and watch them with utter indifference to 
danger. They watch the picking and choos- 
ing of the shells, the taking of a life here 
and the leaving by a hair’s breadth of a life 
there. There is for them the grimmest sort 
of novelty about death, a novelty that has 
the veriest trace of an element of inviting- 
ness. 

Shell-Contempt a State of Mind. 

Shell-contempt is a state of mind realized 
all the more vividly when one compares it 
with the state of mind of a soldier under his 
first bombardment. 

“If any man says he is not afraig of 
shell-fire, that man is either a Har or a 
lunatic,” one of these recruits said. “It made 
me turn cold with fear when I first saw it.” 

Frequently these recruits have to be 
sent back to a hospital after their first week, 
broken by an intolerable strain that had made 
nervous wrecks of them. They come out 
of the front line often as gray as if they had 
been buried alive. Thy tremble and, for 
a time, are dazed and stupid, 

But they make themselves go back again. 

For the desire to live is strong upon 
them. And I wonder if that does not lead 


| to as nearly correct a statement of the 


nature of shell-contmpt as one can reach, 
That it is a state in which the desire te live

He dominated Spain from the Pyre- 
nees to the neutral strip facing Gibral- 
tar, but he ended his days at St. Helena. 
When you compare the Napoleonic 
achievements which preceded the final 
iefeat with the German achievements 
you see how incomparably less impor- 
tant are the later successes. Yet all 
the early successes did not give Napo- 
leon permanent hold on that for which 
the Germans have been fighting for 
three years without ever attaining, even 
for the moment—the mastery of Eu- 
rope. 

These are considerations which ought 
to be borne tn mind when the German 
makes his next peace offensive, as he 
very soon will.

Pian for Negotiated Peace. 


Last year the world was enormously 
impressed with the Rumanian victory of 
the Germans and for a moment it look- 
ed as if the Germans might get a ne- 
gotiated peace on the strength of this 
success. But they did not. This year 
they are planning to make a new drive 
for a negotiated peace, using the Ital- 
ian success as the text. But why should 
they want peace if they have the war 
won? Not because they love peace as 
such; all Prussian history gives the 
lie to this, and all the professions of 
influential Germans just before and 
just after the war began establish this. 
Why, then, do they want peace? Ob- 
viously because they recognize that 
they cannot win the war. 

If the Germans had won such a vic- 
tory against the British in Flandsrs or 
the French in Champagne as they have 
won against the Italians in Venetia, 
they would not be ready to make peace. 
They would not be talking about peace. 
They would be discussing the war map. 
If they should win such a success 
against the Britiah or the French there 
would be no occasion for them to talk 
about peace by negotiation; the French 
and the British would have to do the 
talking.

TO PAVE WAY FOR GERMAN-MA 
| THE LINES OF THE PIAVE A

The current review deals with conditions 
existing on Tuesday, November 20, and on that 
date the Italian situation wags still compre- 
hended in the problem whether the Italians 
would be able to hold the line of the Piave or 
would be compelled to retire to the Adige. 
Nevertheless, suggestions were beginning to 
appear that the Italians would be able to hold 
the Piave line, and vague hints that an Italian 
counter offensive, supported by French and 
British armies, was not impossible. 


It is this latter possibility that I desire to 
discuss at the present moment, with the full 
recognition that the military probabilities still 
favor a further Italian retirement, but a retire- 
ment not excluding the possibility that the 
allies in Venetia will subsequently pass to an 
offensive more or less comparable to the Marne, 
It should be borne in mind, moreover, that up 
to Tuesday, November 20, there had been no 

estion that French or British infantry had 
entered the fighting line or more than a few 
British guns had been engaged. 


German Strategy Plain. 

German strategy remains quite unmistak- 
able. For a week there has been an ever-grow- 
ing pressure upon the whole Italian position 
behind the Piave, there have been crossings of 
small bodies of Austrian troops and repulses of 
these attacks without any serious conse 
quences to the Italians. Meantime, there has 
been steadily growing pressure to the north, 
from the point where the front turns at right 
angles to the line of the Piave and follows 
the foothills of the Alps all the way to the 
Lago di Garda, and even beyond to the Judi- 
caria valley, north of Brescia. But the main 
pressure so far has been from the valley of 
the Upper Piave and along the Asiago plateau.

Now, we do not yet know the final 
decision of the Italian high command,

It is 
not yet clear that the action at the 
Piave is more than a delaying fight, 
although it is beginning to take on the 
character of a decisive conflict, and 
signs are multiplying all of which point 
to the same thing, a determination of 
the Italians to fight it out on the Piave. 
We see that, temporarily at least, the 
Italian troops are giving evidence of 
restored morale, and all reports that 
come to us from Rome and other Ital- 
ian cities, heavily censored, it is un- 
derstcod, seem to testify to the rally- 
ing of the Italian people under the’ 
threat of invasion and following a dis- 
aster of first magnitude. 

The situation of the Austrian and 
German armies which have advanced 
along the Venetian plain and are trying 
to force the crossings of the Piave is 
still difficult. They have behind them 
at least fifty miles in which the com- 
munications have been destroyed by the 
retreating Italians. The two main rail- 
road lines have been wrecked; the 
bridges over the Isonzo, the Tagliamen- 
to and the Livenza have been destroy- 
ed, as the highway bridges have been. 
‘This difficulty explains the fact that 
as yet the heavy artillery of the Aus- 
tro-Germans has not arrived and the 
first attempts made to cross the river 
have been covered by a few six-inch 
guns and a mass of machine guns. 

Italy Has Railroads. 
The Italians, on the other hand, have

front behind the Piave river, in the 
main beyond the reach of enemy artil- 
lery, and enabling them to concentrate 
men and guns on any danger point with 
great speed. This advantage has been 
proven in the fashion in which the 


Austrians have been shelled out of po- 
sitions gained on the west bank of the 
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river with little delay and by guns 
hastily concentrated about the foot- 
hold temporarily won. 

Now, the question of restoring the 
roads and railroads is not one to be 
solved in a day or an hour. The whole 
Austro-German advance is conditioned 
upon the movement of artillery. Two 
years ago the advance of Mackensen 
in Galicia after the Dunajec showed just 
the same limitations. It was a long 
process to get the guns forward to a 
new line when the Russians had retired 
from an old front. But in the end the 
arrival of the guns always necessitated 
the retirement of the Russians, because 
they never could oppose an artillery 
concentration with guns of their own, 
since they lacked heavy artillery in an 
quantity and all munitions. 

Concentration of Guns.

The real question, so far as artillery

A Counter Offensive? 

If the allies get their guns up first, 
then they will be in a position to con- 
duct a counter offensive from the Piave, 
granted that the Italian armies have 
not been broken.

trians and Germans can bring up their 
own heavy artillery or destroy the Ital- 
ian armies either by frontal attack on 
the Piave or by a turning movement 
from the Trentino. 

Te Secure Flank. 

On the other hand, suppose that the 
Italians, under pressure, g0 back to 
the Adige. They are now'in the posi- 
tion of the French in the last days of 
August, 1914, when Joffre fought his 
successful delaying battles at Guise and 
along the Meuse. But Joffre’s flank 
was still in danger and his new concen- 
trations were not completed, so he went 
back behind the Marne. We see that

It is well to remember that these 
great operations unfold with very great 
deliberation, The French offensive in 
Belgium was broken at Charleroi on' 
August 22, and the British fought at 
Mons the next day, but it was not until 
the second week in September and, 
toward the end of this that we began 
to get any real notion of the Marne} 
campaign. After the French retreat! 
was over and the balance had shifted to ' 
the side of the allies the world was still 
thinking and talking in terms of allied | 
disaster. On the other hand, in the! 
case of the Russian disaster at the Dun- 
ajec, the world was long deceived as to 
the magnitude of Russian defeat and 
talked wisely about a Russian stand at 
the San line in early May, whereas no 
successful Russian stand came until the 
Upper Diwina was reached, in early Oc- 
tober.

MRS. STEELE, GENERAL MUSIC CHAIRMAN, 
SENDS MESSAGE TO GEORGIA CLUB WOMEN 


Interesting reports from musical 
clubs of the federation show an awak- 
ened interest in music that is inspiring 
to those who recognize the value of 
musie in club, city and general com- 
munity life. These reports and a gen- 
eral summary of the work of the de- 
partment were presented by Mrs. W. P. 
Bailey, the chairman of music at the 
Augusta convention, and ehe read as 
well an interesting message from Mrs. 
W. D. Steele, the chairman of music 
of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. 


Mrs. Steele says: 

“The question has been asked of 
me many times, “What can the music 
department of the G, F. W. C. do that 
will be of service to the nation in the 
present crisis? And I have answered, 
‘That never in its history as a country, 
has there been a greater need for the 
musician and his music or greater op- 
portunity for his work.’ 


“We must ‘keep the home fires burn- 
ing.’ Those of us who cannot go to the 
front must see that those left behind 
have more and better music in the 
home, the church and the concert hall. 
(1) We know that almost every home 
is sadly deficient in singing patriotic 
songs in its home circle. Begin the 
work right there, by leading in the 
home singing, learning the words and 
teaching them to your children. (2) We 
attend church as much for the message 
we receive from the music of the serv- 
ice as any other part of it. It is with 
many of us the only part in which we 
participate, and would it not be most 
appropriate, in this time of stress, to let 
the patriotic element enter into it? (3) 
We have a duty today that is often 
overlooked and that is to our fellow 
musician. H as spent his life prepar- 
ing himself interpret to us the 
works of the great musical geniuses 
of the world. Without his illustrations 
the vast literature of the world of 
music would be a sealed book. Shall 
we in our zeal for service along other 
lines say to our clubs, ‘We will dispense 
with our artists concerts this year?’ No, 
we owe it to him just now, not to take 
away from him his means of liveli- 
hood, just as we owe it to ourselves, 
not to deprive ourselves of that which 
is beautiful and comforting and will 
make us stronger to meet the trials 
which are in store for us. 


“A need lving very close to us is 
that we,.give our children more and 
better music in our public schools. 
America will never be a musical or 
systematically-cultured people until 
music becomes an accredited study in 
our schools, taught upon the same 
basis and receiving the same thought 
and attention as reading, writing and

“Lastly, a gremt patriotic duty pre- 
sents itself in our responsibility to the 
people of our community. We should 
not only encourage community. sing- 
ing, but it is our duty to foster it 
and lead it in every center in our 
state. We Americans have never sung, 


we do not know how to let go and 
sing. We are ashamed of the sound of 
our own voices. We do not know the 


joy that comes of allowing our voice 


to blend with the person nding next 
to us. We don’t realize that he is our 
brother until we mingle our voices in 
song. Try it once and see. We must 
not allow one public patriotic meeting 
without the singing of a patriotic song. 
At last we are learning to stand dur- 
ing the singing of our national an- 
thems. How many of us know our 
three great patriotic songs without 
glancing at the words on the printed 
slip? When our boys first responded 
to their country’s call, and went into 
the camps, they had an experience that 
must have been surprising. They were 
called together for a ‘mass sing.’ All 
were present, their hearts bursting with 
song, splendi they started the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,’ but before the end 
of the first stanza, the majority had 
stopped and the rest concluded the air 
by whistling it. They did not know the 
words of their own national anthem. 
We are just awakening to the fact that 
we need to — and it is up to the

“These are some of the lines of serv- 
ice for our musical clubs and music 
departments.

Music Lovers’ Club. 
This message makes doubly interest- 


ing the reports which follow: 

Thirteen years age this past January 
the Music Lovers’ club was organized 
and during these th'rteen years the 
zem!-munthlv meetings have been held 
in the studio of one of its members, 
and the programs presented have been 
interesting, varied and most instruc- 
tive. Just recently the membership 
has so increased that it taxed the seat- 
ing capacity of the studio and larger 
quarters had to be found. Through the 
courtesy of the Woman’s club, the 
Music Lovers’ club mectings are now 
held in the same lecture hall in the 
Carnegie library used by the Woman’s 
club. . 

The Music club ts officered as fol- 
lows: President, firet vice president, 
second vice president. secretary, federa- 
tion secretary, treasurer, assistant 
treasurer, librarian, chorus director, 
junior auxiliary director. The program 
committee consists of five members, 
appointed by the president at the last 
meeting of each year, thus enabling 
the committee to have the summer 
months in which to arrange the pro- 
grams for the following winter's work. 
The committee for this year’s work 
had no chairman; each member of the 
committee was responsible for suggest- 
ing and arranging two or more pro- 
grams. The club has a -nominating 
membership committee, artist concert 
committee, publicity committee and 
musical extension committee. The club 
membership is limited to one hundred. 
At present there are forty-six active 
members, twenty associate members, 
five non-resident members, six hon- 
orary members and a junior auxiliary 
with sixty-five members. 

A brief mention of the past few 6ea- 
sons’ work will show what has been 
accomplished in musical study by the 
Music Lovers’ club: 

Recently one winter’s programs were 
devoted to the “Study of Operas,’ Bee- 
thoven, Weber, Humperdinck, Tschal- 
kowsky, Gounod, Massenet, Delibes, De 
Bussy, Verdi, Wolf-Ferrari and Victor 
Herbert being composers from whose 
works special operas were selected, the 
story or the opera read and the prin- 
staat arias played or sung. At the 
‘enth anniversary of the Music Lovers’ 
club the presentation of Humperdinck’s 
‘tansel and Gretel” in costume was 
given in a most admirable manner by 
club members. 

In 1915 and ’16 the folk music and 


com positions of prominent com- 
posers were studied. France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Italy, Russia, Bohemia, 
Hungary, Poland, Scandinavia, Den- 
mark, Belgium and America. During 
that year the club gave a Christmas 
program at the home of one of the 


members and selections from Handel's 
“Messiah,” with the pastoral symphony, 
played by string department of the 
ms furnished a most enjoyable eve- 

ng. 

For 1916 and °17 the music studied 
; was that of our own country, America. 
First, American Indian music, early 
American music, negro and creole mu- 
sic and early American composers. The 
Christmas program that year was de- 
voted to the compositions of our own 
beloved Edward MacDowell. The string 
department gave as its part of the 
program MacDowell’s beautiful “Scotch 
Poem.” That same season two pro- 
grams were given over to the works 
of American women composers, and one 
to Nevin’s compositions. On this pro- 
gram the strings gave trio work. 

The first program for this winter's 


work was “The Beginnings of Orches- 
tral Music; Its Growth and Constitu- 
tion.” Instruments in the _ different 
| Sroups of the orchestra were interest- 
ingly described and drawn on the black- 
| board by way of illustrating. The sec- 
ond program—chamber music was given 
over entirely to the string depart- 
ment of the club, and their selections 
were given in trio and quintet form. 

Early and.modern sonatas, symphony 
and oratorio works will for this year 
give the club members many hours of 
difficult work, but also much pleasure; 
for while the musicians find work and 
a wealth of happiness in their beloved 
art, they find work and unhappiness 
outside of it. The members of the 
Music Lovers’ club find work, indeed, 
very much work, in preparing the year- 
ly programs, yet they one and al! find 
that with the work comes aiso the 
wealth of happiness. 


Waycross Philharmonic Club. 


Like all large oaks and some great 
men, the Philharmonic club had a very 
small beginning. In 1913 Mrs. Annie 
Burton Hawk, who was then on The 
| Waycross Herald staff, issued a call 
, for two members of each of the church 
.choirs to meet on a given date at the 
‘home of Mrs. R. B. Van Wormer for 
the purpose of organizing a music club. 
The club was then organized under the 
jname of the Fortnightly Music club. 

The first_year we had miscellaneous 
programs and in the spring opened the 
season of the Redpath Chautauqua with 
“The Rose Maiden;” the second year 
we studied the composers; the third 
year we studied “Folk Music,” and 
at the close of the club year gave a 
large reception, using only classic num- 
bers on our program. This was in- 
deed an innovation for Waycross, and 
we feel that it was “seed sown on 
good ground.” 

Under the name of the Philharmonic 
club we federated last year, and sent 
our corresponding secretary, Mrs. B. G. 
Parks, to the Macon convention, 

This year we are studying the “Gen- 


tion of Musical clubs. 

Since our organization we have es- 
tablished the custom of having the chil- 
dren of the city sing the Christmas 
Carols in the streets on Christmas Eve 
night, furnishing the music, and we 
consider this a very important work 
for any music club, 

We feel gratified that the High school 
boys and girls have deemed it expedient

ganized and the Philharmonic is also 
well represented in it, and dearest of 
all to the president’s heart is the Cres- 
cendo club, made up of.children be- 
tween the ages of six and sixteen, do- 
ing excellent work under the leader- 
ship of Miss Walton, our club’s accom- 
panist, and so far as advised, the only 
club in the city with a pa¥fliamentarian

brought about through our influence, 
then our work has been worth while, 
and we hope to still go forward, tm- 
proving ourselves and touching and in- 
spiring the lives of others. 

During the lenten season the Geor- 
gians turned one of their meetings over 
to our club and we gave them a beau- 
tiful all-sacred program. 

On the 26th instant, Confederate Me- 
morial day, the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy have asked us to contribute 
to their program, which we shall take 
pleasure in doing.

It is from Beresrord that Bab learns 
that “Adrian’s” play is appearing in 
town now, and proving a failure. The 
next dzy she calls on Carter Brooks, 
an old friend of the family’s, to help 
her out. Carter Brooks is an advertis- 
ing and publicity man and he suggests 
that, since the play deals with the la- 
bor question, Adrian should go to her 
father’s factory, saying, “the world 
owes me a living,” which was a line 
from the play. and be forcefully 
thrown out. Newspaper reporters 
would be there and write the actor and 
the play up and possibly the labor 
unions would take it up too. 

Bab goes to the theater the next 
day and tells Adrian and his man- 
ager of the scheme, which they agree 
is a fine one.

F rederick the Great's Statue q 
Standing in Washington Today — : 


Statue of famous German emperor, which stands before the War College 
in Washington, where many American war plans are worked out. 


By Stiles A. Martin. 

If the presentation of a bronze statue 
of Frederick the Great to the president 
of the United States by the German em- 
peror in 1903, was a part of her propa- 


‘ganda of inoculating the world with 
release | 


Prussian militarism, as, in the Hight of 
recent disclosures, she tried to do, there 
was at least one United States senator 
he did not fool, and that was Augustus 


QO. Bacon, of Georgia, who in an im- 
promptu speech on the floor of the 
senate, in 1904, vigorously opposed the 
acceptance of the statue on the grounds 
that Frederick did not represent 
American ideals. 

It is of interest to know that the 
statue was presented to. President 


Theodore Roosevelt, and that William 
H. Taft was then secretary of war, un- 
der whose supervision the statue was 
erected in front of the War college in 
Washington. 

Senator Bacon, alone in the senate, 
opposed it, and when he saw the fu- 
tility of his opposition, he proposed as 
an “antidote,” as he termed it, that a 
statue of Thomas Jefferson be also 
erected, same to cost $50,600. 

It was recently proposed in congress 
to dismantle the statue, and one sen- 
ator suggested throwing it into the 
Potomac river. 

Georgia Senator's Oppesttion. 

In the light of world’s eventsa for the 
last few years, the speech of Senator 
Bacon was prophetic, and is herewith 
reproduced: 

“I do not believe tHat it is in ac- 
cord with the wishes of the people of 
the United States that the statue of 
Frederick the Great should be erected 
within the limits of the capital of the 
United States. 

“I should be more than giad to see 
erected in this capital the statues of 
many Germans who have illustrated 
in their lives and achievements those 


| things which have advanced the civili- 


zation of the world and have conducted 


‘to progress and to humanity. And if 
‘the German emperor or the German 


people were to offer > this nation a 
statue of Goethe or Wagner, or any 


| 


of many other Germans whose names 
might be suggested, I should be very 
glad, as a member Of congress that 
congress should accept it and should 
erect such a statue as a representative 
here of the German people in the capital 
of this nation. 

Statues are erected for high pur- 
poses. They are erected frequently 
and most often as the testimony of the 
gratitude of a nation for distinguished 
services, of great devotion, and great 
Personal sacrifice, and great accom- 
plishment for the good of the people. 
Certainly no consideration of that kind 
can be considered in this case, because 
all connected therewith is entirely for- 
eign in all particulars to the history of 
this government. There is a still higher 
motive which prompts the erection: of 
statues, and that is when the person 
whose effigy is set up, constitutes an 
ideal for the damiration and emula- 
tion of the people, that all who look 
upon it, be they high or low, may be 
stimulated to similar performances and 
similar effort and endeavor. I submit 
that the erection of Frederick the 
Great in the capital grounds of the 
United States cannot be in that view. 
There were no qualities displayed by

| A BRIEF ACCOUNT OF MY LIFE | 


Before I tell of 
my first real ad- 
venture I will 
give a brief re- 
sume of my life. 

I was born in 
the ’80’s, closer to 
the bottom than 
the top. When I first opened my eyes 


I breathed the air of the “Rockies.” 
To be exact, I was born in Ogden, Utah, 
on the eleventh of December, 1883. My 


roving started at the early age of four. 
This was in Cheyenne, Wyo. I 
used to play on the front porch. My 
mother must have suspected that I 
was of a roving nature, because she 
took the precaution to put a gate across 
the steps of the porch with some kind 
of new fangied lock on it, which I 
was unable to negotiate. I used to 
work for half an hour at a time try- 
ing to get the gate open, but without 
success; in fact, this got to be a habit 
with me until my father applied the 
“slipper” several times. This made me 
more cautious and I worked in secret. 
Out in front of our house were the 
sand hills of Wyoming. These had. a 
fascination for me and it was my great- 
est ambition to explore them. One 
momentous morning, the grocery boy, 


' who was a great friend of mine, showed 


back. 


me how to work the lock. I was full 
of childish glee, when, after a few at- 
tempts, I found it easy to get out into 
the world beyond. On the morning in 
question my mother left me in charge 
of the hired girl while she went shop- 
ping. It was wash day, and my guard- 
ian did not. have much time to look 
after me. She, not being in on the “big 
secret,” put me on the front porch 
thinking that I would be safe. I waited 
my chance, and as soon as I heard the 
noise of her scrubbing on the wash 
board in the kitchen I availed myself 
of the opportunity of getting out. When 
I got out into the sand hills it was 
great fun and I kept plowing forward. 
After a while I got very tired and 
tried to retrace my steps, but without 
success, I knew I was lost. Then I 
did what all kids would do under like 
circumstances. I blubbered for my 
mother. Pretty soon a cowboy came 
along, took compassion on me, lifted 
me in front of him on his saddle and 
we rode into the town of Cheyenne. 
All the way he as trying to find out my 
pame, but all I could answer was 
“Deyempy.” Of course he could not 
translate this into “Guy Empey.” He 
carried me into a saloon, filled with 
cowboys, and sat me on a barrel and 
the cowboys crowded around and 
seemed to be greatly amused, I thor- 
oughly enjoyed myself for a while, but 
then began to howl for my mamma. 
I must have been a howling success, 
because very soon the cowboys could 
not stand it. They gave me everything 
in the saloon to play with, but to no 
good. My yelling continued. 


My mother, upon returning home at 
about 1 o'clock that afternoon, found 
the girl frantic with fright, saying 
that I had disappeared. My mother 
turned in the alarm and a general 
search took place. 

All I can remember is that my 
father, with frightened face, rushed 
tnto- the saloon and, seeing me, grab- 
bed me in his arms and kissed me. 
He then in triumph took me home. A 
great reception was awaiting me and 
all the neighbors patted me on the

When the neighbors left, out came 
that old familiar “slipper.” When I

that I had later when on a 


trench raid in France I was hung in 
the German barbed wire. My father 
sure had the art of slipper application 
down to a fine point, because I lost 
all interest in roving for many moons. 

From Cheyenne my family went to 
Richmond, Va. At this place I went 
to school and was brought up on Mc- 
Guffy’s Reader. This gave me a great 
idea of an Englishman. All I could see 
was a big Grenadier in a red coat 
chopping Americans into mincemeat 

From Virginia we migrated to Can- 
ada. Two years later we left for New 
York. 

In New York I went through public 
school and twice just escaped being ex- 
pelled. I organized the boys of the 
class into a gang and we decided to 
mutiny against our teacher, a Miss 
Hall, but the -principal of the school, 
Mr. Lyons, soon wiped out the mutiny 
and gave me another chance to make 


good. When I received my graduation |, 


diploma I breathed a sigh of thanks- 
giving. 

From public school I went to man- 
ua] training high school. The most 
notable thing I did there was to make 
left halfback on the football team. 
My great hero was Richard Henry 
Dana, who wrote “Two Years Before 
the Mast.” I devoured this book sev- 
eral times and then decided to run 
away and make the same trip, and 
did so. 


After a little 
less than a year’s 


absence I again 
returned to New 
York. Once again 
I was the hero, 
minus the “slip- 
per.” After being 
worshiped for about two weeks, I 
joined the 47th regiment of Brooklyn, 
and soon became sergeant. The mili- 
tia, in my eyes, seemed tame, eo I 
ran away and enlisted in the navy. In) 
two months I became a third-class yeo- 
man, having passed the yeoman course 
in the Brooklyn navy yard. Then I 
went to sea on the “rookie” battleship 
Missouri. We nicknamed her the ‘“Mis- 
ery.” I was lucky enough te be on 
her when she rammed the Dilinois and 
nearly foundered her in Guan oO 
bay, Cuba. After going into drydock 
for two weeks at Newport News, Va., 
we left for the target range off Pen- 
sacola, in the Gulf of Mexico. 

On April 13, 1904, while on target 
practice we had am explosion in the 
after turret, which killed thirty-four 
men. I barely escaped with my life; 
in fact, I was smashed up a little and 
was sent to the naval hospital at 
Portsmouth, Va. 

My folks concluded that they had 
about enough of my foolishness, and 
got me out of the navy. I was highly 
incensed at this action, so enlisted in 
the Twelfth United States cavalry, and 
inside of a year was promoted to the 
rank of squadron sergeant major. 

I happened to be fairly good at rough 
riding, or “monkey drill,” and was sent 
with the Second squadron to the James- 
town exposition to give exhibitions 
in rough riding. 

After three years I was discharged 
from the 12th cavalry, and came home, 
but soon enlisted in the llth United 
States cavalry and did duty on the 
Mexican border during the first trouble 
in 1911. I was discharged at San An- 
tonio, Texas, returned to New York, and 
went into business for myself. This was 
a distinct failure. I could not settle

down, so I applied for a position with 
a well-known detective agency, and aft- 
er pounding my heels in the anteroom 
for several weeks, now and then being 
given a “shadow case,” finally had the 
luck to go before the “chief,” and with 
four other men was sent down south on 
a “moonshine” case. I got in with a 
family of “moonshiners” and liked them 


very well; in fact, I thought so much 
of them that when the time came to 
show them up it sort of went against 
the grain, and I couldn't do it. It seem- 
ed like stealing candy from a baby. Of 
course this severed my connection with 
the detective agency, and I shed no 
tears. 

I then applied for a position with the 
New York Telephone company. While 
with them I joined the mounted scouts 
of the Fourth regiment of New Jersey, 
and went through three maneuver 
camps. 

Upon the expiration of my term of 
service, which was three years, I joined 
the mounted scouts of the 7ist regi- 
ment, New York. 

Then the war broke out and I was all 
eagerness to get into the fight. I had 
been playing at soldiering, and here I 
was in the United States while a real 
war was going on across the water. 
What was I to do? I did not like being 
neutral a little bit, so just by luck I 
happened to get in with an agent of the 
French government. At this time 
France was buying thousands of horses 
in the United States and shipping them 
to France for the French army. Here 
was my chance at last. My detective 
experience stood me in good stead, and 
after a lot of maneuvering I finally 
landéd a job to go over on a horseship 
to try and find out why so many horses 
were dying on the passage over. 


Shortly after my 
return from this 
trip the Lusitania 
was sunk, and, 
like all Ameri- 
cans, I was pretty 

sore, and waited for the United States 
to get busy. As we all know, that noth- 
ing happened. 

I knew it was up to me to get over 
“on my own.” I applied to the British 
consul, “camouflaging”:as a Canadian, 
but it did not work. They would not 
send me to Canada. [I decided to pay 
my own way. 

One day I met an officer of the Ca- 
nadian army and he told me that if I 
did reach Canada I would have to stay 
in a training camp for at least six or 
seven months before being sent over. 
This did not suit me in the least. I 
was no “rookie;” in my opinion, I was 
a trained soldier. 

I then decided to take matters into 
my own hands and go to England, and 
shipped on the American line. 

I arrived in London about 10:40 one 
night. The next morning before 11 
o’clock I was a private in his majesty’s 
imperial army, a soldier of the king. 
Then I realized that I was at last up 
against the real thing and all of my 
pugnacity oozed out through my pores. 
When you get out of civilian clothes 
into uniform and close up to the fight 
you do not want to fight as much as 
you did before, and I felt very nervous. 
This nervousness never left me during 
my stay on the western front. 

Over a year later I was so badly 
wounded that I was discharged as 
“physically unfit for further war serv- 
ice,” and came back to the old U. S. A.

This got me 
sore, and I shut up like a clam. 

It was February, and very cold. 
About 7 o’clock that night a great 
storm came up and the streets were 
soon covered with sleety ice. I turned 
into bed with my clothes on. Bill was 
to notify me at 10 o’clock bv throw- 
ing pebbles against the window pane 
in my room. Every time I looked 
out into the street and saw that howl- 
ing blizzard, a picture of a ship wal- 
lowing in the trough of the sea con- 
stantly came before my mind and I 
shivered, and my enthusiasm dropped 
to zero. I could not take my eyes 
away from the clock. It was an agony 
of intense waiting, similar to that 
when, later in the trenches, I kept 
looking at my wrist watch waiting for 
4 o'clock in the morning when we were 
to go “over the top” in a charge. Oh, 
how I wished that Bill would change 
his mind! 

About five minutes to 10, crack! 
crack! came a couple of pebbles 
like the crack of bullets on the west- 
ern front. With my shoes in one hand 
and my grip in the other, I softly tip- 
toed downstairs, put on my shoes and 
heavy overcoat, and opened the front 
door. I was greeted by a rush of 
wind, snow and sleet. Bill looked like 
a snow man.

I 
piled tnto a little two-by-four bunk 
and was soon fast asleep. I had a hor- 
rible dream; a giant had me by the 
heels and was swinging me around his 
head, trying to dash my brains out 
against the side of the ship. I awoke 
in terror. The “glory hole” seemed 
to be looping the loop, and I could hear 
heavy thuds as immense waves broke 
against the side of the ship, the 
water hissing and rushing around the 
porthole. Reaching for the electric 
button I turned on the switch. An 
awful mess met my eyes. The deck of 
my room was awash. The grip and 
all my belongings, which I had un- 
packed before turning in, were swish- 
ing and washing on the deck, now in 
this corner, now in that. The ship was 
rolling like a log in the trough of the 
sea. I held on to the sides of my 
bunk in terorr A wave would smash 
against my door and water would pour 
in through the cracks. I felt deathly 
sick and I thought I was going to die. 
I was experiencing my first touch of 
seasickness. 

About six bells in the morning (3 
o’clock) the door opened, and there 
standing in the opening was a huge 
Swede, encased in oilskins. The icy 
blast sent a cold shiver through me. I 
wondered what he wanted, but did not 
wonder long. 


‘You bane get tea and toast on 


bridge for mate, damn quick.” I was 
bewildered. The door slammed and once 
again I was alone. Fifteen minutes 
must have passed when the door opened 
again andin rushed the toughest-look- 
ing seaman I have ever seen. He had 
only one eye. Later on I found that he 
was our first mate, “One-eyed Gibson,” a 
“Blue-Noser,” from Nova Scotia, and a 
man whom it was not safe to trifle 
with. Without a word he stepped into 
the glory hole, grabbed my shoulder in 


a grip of steel, and yanked me out of 


my bunk into the icy water which was 
awash on the deck. This was my first 
introduction to him.

There's no fire in the galley, and I 
want my tea on the bridge, and I want 
it now, or I'll put out your dead lights.” 

I meekly answered, “Yes, sir,” and 
started to put on my wet socks. See- 
ing this action, he shouted, “Never 
mind that damned rigging.

Then the deck would slant 
away from me and a loud chug! and 
a shiver through the ship as the pro- 
peller sank again into the water. 

Benumbed and wet from the icy 
spray, I managed to steer a course to 
the companionway, and dragged my- 
self to the upper deck. A sailor was 
in the galley and had started a fire. 
The ship was rolling, pitching and 
lurching. In that galley it sdunded 
like a bonrbardment. Pots and pans 
were rattling in their racks; a few of 
them had fallen out and were chasing 
each other around the deck. 

Cold and miserable I crouched in the 
corner, keeping myself from falling by 
holding on to the rail in front of the 
stove. 

The sailor took compassion on me, 
and made the toast and tea. Holw he 
did it was a marvel to me, but later on 
I became very expert myself. 

Following the “life lines’ on the 
upper deck, I at last managed to reach 
the bridge with my pot of tea and two 
slices of,toasted bread. There were 
two men at the wheel. In the darkness 
I went up to them and asked for the 
mate. They did not answer. Just then 
I received a resounding smack on the 
back which made my teeth rattle, and 
that dreaded gruff voice of the mate 
reached my ears through the wind: 
“Damn you, you hell’s spawn, keep 
away from the men at the wheel or [’ll 
throw you over the side.” 

I mumbled my apologies, and fol- 
lowed the mate into the chart house. 
He greedily drank the tea, and in 
about four bités disposed of the pieces 
of toast. The toast was soaked in salt 
water and I tnwardly wished that it 
would poison him; in fact, I prayed 
that the ship would sink with all on 
board. Such is seasickness. 

I managed, somehow or. other, to 
make my way back to the galley, and 
I met my “superior officer’ for the 
trip, the “cookie.” He was about five 
feet nothing height; a shriveled-up 
Welshman about 45 years old. He re- 
minded me of a mummy in the Museum 
of Natural History in Central park. If 
he had ever smiled | am sure that his 
| tace would have cracked. It seemed 
frozen inte ene perpetual scowl He 
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gaye one look at me and let out @ 
howl. 


“Blawst my deadlights, an’ this "ere 
(pointing to me) is what I’m to work 
with on this bloomin’ passage. I'm 
lucky, I am, not ‘arf, I ain't.” He 
looked like some gorilla. The rolling 
of the ship affected him not in the 
least. He seemed to sway and bend 
with every movement of the ship. 


The next two or three days were & 
horrible nightmare to me. How I lived 
through them I do not know: I had a 
deadly fear of the cook. As soon as 
he found, out that I could not even 
boil water without burning it, he start- 
ed in to make my life a misery. He 
had a habit of carrying a huge butcher 
knife in his belt. Between meals he 
would sit down on a bench and con- 
stantly feelNthe edge, at the same 
time telling me what an expert he was 
at carving. Later on I found that 
there was a reason for his carrying this 
knife. He and the crew were at dag- 
ger points, he never daring to go for- 
ward except in case of necessity, and 
then he was careful always to carry 
his butcher knife. Down in my heart 
I realized that if the.occasion should 
arise he would not bé backward in 
demonstrating his art of carving on 
his opponent. That Welshman was 
no better cook than I was, and the crew 
soon became aware of this fact; hence 
their hostility. 


The “Cushko” was a “lime juicer,” 
sailing undér the English flag. The 
skipper was a “lime juicer,” the first 
mate a “blue noser,’’ the first en- 
gineer a Scotchman, while the crew 
was composed of Spaniards, Italians, 
Squareheads, Finns, Swedes and Rus- 
sians. The bos’n was Irish, and a firm 
believer in home rule. A worse gang 
of cutthroats could hardly be con- 
ceived; a nice, polite bunch they were. 
Believe me, Bill and I had our troubles. 


Bill and I were the only two Amert- 
cans on board. The engineer’s mess- 
man was a Prussian, Karl Tatzner, by 
name. I nicknamed him “Fritz.” He 
was only 20 years old, but was clumsy, 
strong a8 an ox and about six: feet 
tall 

After weathering the gale, we at last 
came into the gulf stream, and off the 
coast of Florida it was warm and

and carry” for the cook. My office 
hours were from six bells in the morn- 
ing (8 o’clock) until four bells at night 
(10 o’clock). I was greasy and filthy 
‘at ell times, having nothing but salt 
water to wash in, and this would not 
cut the grease. Bill had it much easi- 
er than L JI had murder in my heart 
and vowed to “jump ship’ at the firat 
| port we put into, 


After nine or ten days we came 
alongside at Gastries, St. Lucia, Brit- 
ish West Indies, to coal ship. At this 
port the men believed in woman suf- 
frage. Long lines of half-naked black 
women, with huge baskets of coal on 
their heads, passed up the forward 
gang plank, dumped their load of coal 
into the open bunkers, and left the 
ship by the after gangway. °Before 
‘leaving the ship the fourth engineer 
gave each one a little brass check, 
which later on she would turn in to 
the coaling company for an English 
penny. While the women were work- 
ing, the men would sit around the 
dock smoking cigarettes. 

The natives at St. Lucia had a great 
appetite for salt pork. I soon got 
wise to this fact and traded about a 
half a barrel of pork for limes, guava 
jelly, bay rum and alligator pears. If 
the steward or cook had caught me I 
would never be writing this story. 
The women threw the pork into their 
dirty coal baskets, and upon reaching 
the dock gave it to their husbands or 
sweethearts, who would immediately, 
without washing it, devour it. They 
spoke in a jibbering patois which I 
could not understand. Some of them 
could speak pretty good English. The 
kids, averaging from 7 to 15 years, 
were running around naked, or diving 
off the dock for pennies which we 
threw overboard. 

About two hours before sailing from 
St. Lucia, a little fellow about fifteen 
years of age came to the entrance of 
the galley, and in fair English told 
Bill and me a pathetic story of in- 
human treatment which would have 
melted hearts of stone. He wanted 
us to stow him away on_the ship. I 
was agreeable, but Bill warned me 
that this was a very grave offense 
against the English board of trade 
laws, the maximum penalty being 
fourteen years’ imprisonment. I did 
not wish to incur this risk, therefore 
would not listen to the entreaties of 
the young negro, explaining to him 
the penalty of the board of trade 
laws. Upon hearing this, a cunning 
look, which at the time did not ap- 
pear significant to me, came into his 
eyes, and he told me that if I wouid 
stow him away, “see how easy it will 
be for you.” He would do all of my 
work, and all I would have to do 
wold be to sit on the superstructure 
and let my feet hang. I thought this 
was worth risking fourteen years for, 
so fell in with*the plan, Bill object- 
{ing all the time. 

The ventilators had been unshipped 
while the coaling was going on, and 
were lying aft om the poop deck. 
Watching our chance we sneaked aft 
and hid the little fellow in one vf the 
ventilators, warning him, upon pain 
of death, not to make a sound until 
the ship was well under way. To say 
that I was nervous fs putting it mildly. 

We cleared St. Lucia and were soon 
at sea. The islands of Martinique, St. 
Lucia and Barbadoes were tiny gray 
| dots on the horizon, when an Italian 
‘sailor, Louis Maranto, went aft to 
‘ship the ventilators. In a few min- 
‘utes he came rushing forward with 
terror in his eyes. As he passed the 


galley I stopped him and asked what

was the matter. All he could gasp 
out was “Mary of God, a devil ees on 
da ship.” “One-eyed Gibson,” seeing 
his terror, went aft with him and soon 
we could see him coming forward, 
leading our little stowaway by the 
ear. The little negro was howling 
blue murder, and the curses of the 
mate snapped like a wireless message. 
Luckily for me the mate stopped at 
the galley and said, “Keep your eye 
on this black sunk until I can take 
him before the ‘old man.’” For five 
minutes I put all my power of en- 
treaty into my voice, and prayed the 
stowaway to stick to me; to swear 
'that he came aboard of his own voli- 
tion. He promised to do so. Then 
the mate came after him and took him 
before the captain. During this fif- 
teen minutes of interview I lived in an 
agony of torment and suspense. The 
little fellow came back with a smile 
on his face and I knew things were 
all right. He told me that the cap- 
tain had shipped him at a shilling a 
month for the passage. For two days 
he was detailed to help me in the gal- 
ley, and I lived the life of a prince. We 
nicknamed him “Monday,” the day that 
he came on board. His real name was 
_Charles Tasima Benn.

ed, and in a majestic voice informed 
me: 

“From now on, work for the Ameri- 
van I will not. I tell Meester Cap- 
tain American Monday stowed away. 
Meester American to preeson go four- 
teen years British government.” I 
nearly fainted. From that time Bill and 
I were Monday’s abject slaves. 
even waited on him personally. Any 
article in my possession that Monday 
desired was his for the asking. The 
steward wormed the secret out of 
Monday, and I was also his slave. Bill 
and I spent a life of hell on board. 

After getting into the tropics, lime 
juice was issued daily to the crew to 
keep away scurvy. The food was hor- 
rible. The pork was rotten; in fact, 
on the head of one of the salt pork 
casks was stamped “Inspected 1883.” 
The crew were on the verge of mu- 
tiny. 

Then we reached the eastern en- 


trance of the Straits and it was blus- 
tery and cold. The captain attempted 
to ——. the Straits one bright 
moonlight night. After about three 
hours the moon disappeared and we 
went on the rocks, knocking a big 
hole in the side of the ship, and only 
quick and efficient work by the car- 
penter and crew saved us from sink- 
ing. They dropped a huge sail over 
the side, are the hole. The boats 
were put over the side and we ex- 
pected the ship every minute to foun- 
der. Next day we were towed into 
Punta Arenas, and after two weeks 
the ship was again made seaworthy. 

At Talcahuana we shipped twenty- 
eight Spaniards, or “hombres,” as we 
called them, to work the cargo. This 
doubled my work, and I prayed that 
I would die. It was nothing but mis- 
ed | to me. I must have peeled eleven 
million barrels of spuds; in fact I 
never turned in before six bells at 
night, and had to turn out at six bells 
in the morning. 

After touching at thirteen ports on 
the west coast, discharging our car- 
gO, we left for a little island called 

bas, where we were to take on a 
cargo of guano. While working this 
cargo it was misery for everyone on 
board; the strong ammonia from the 
guano made our eyes red and watery, 
and we could only breathe by wrap- 
ping big handkerchiefs around our 
noses and mouths. The wind was con- 
stantly blowi nd guano was even 
in our food. 


Then, coming 
back, we touched 
at Valparaiso, 
Chili. To me death 
seemed ! easier 
‘ than the home- 


wardbound voyage, s0 one night Bill 
and I slid down the anchor chain and 
swam to a “bumboat” lying near us. 
| We gave the Chileno $4 to row us 
ashore. He did so. Dripping wet we 
crawled up onto the stone quay and 
made tracks for the town. We found 
that the dock was enclosed by a tall 
iron fence. At the gate were two 
customs officers, who immediately put 
us under arrest. Bill and I had $26 
in gold between us, and, as is usual 
in South America, it was a simple 
matter to bribe the customs officials 
to let us through. This cost us half 
of our fortune, but we did not care. 
Freedom was worth all of it. We were 
well into the town and feeling secure 
when we were held up by a Chilean 
gendarme, who looked like a walking 
arsenal. This cost us $2 more for our 
freedom. He left us in a hurry and 


went around the block. We had walk- 
ed about five minutes when bang! an- 
other gendarme, This cost us $4. Aft- 
er leaving him we were more cautious, 
hiding our remaining money in my 
shoe. Again we were arrested. We 
said we had no money, and were haled 
into the presence of the “Comman- 
dante of Police.” He had one hundred 
and seventy-eight medals on his chest 
and four thousand yards of gold braid 
on his collar and cuffs. e had us 
searched, but did not find the money. 
Very much disappointed, in broken 
English he informed us that our ship 
was to sail at 4 o’clock the next morn- 
ing, and that if he found us in Val- 
paraiso we would be sent to the mines. 

Shivering and trembling we wended 
our way back to the dock and hunted 
around for a boatman. Bribing him 
with our remaining money he at last 
brought us alongside, just before the 
gangplank was lifted. The black 
smoke was pouring from the single 
funnel of the “Cushko.” Then we went 
before the captain, and he “logged” us 
ten pounds ($59) each. 

On our homeward-bound passage we 
went around the Horn and ran into a 
gale. The: bos'n mutiniedy Old “One- 
eyed Gibson” came behind him and 
laid him low with a marlinspike. Then, 
carrying him amidships, he chained 
him to the iron steps leading to the 
bridge. He remained this way for a 
day and a half, exposed to cold and 
icy wind. Strict orders were passed 
‘through the ship that no one was to 
approach him. That night, under coy- 
er of darkness, Bill and I sneaked 
him a steaming pot of stew and some 
hot coffee. If he had lived, we would, 
through ‘this one action, have gained a 
true friend for life. From exposure

was buried at sea. The carpenter 
sewed him in a sack, and tying un old 
iron wheel to his feet, placed him on 
a plank, and while the captain read

tilted, and the body of the bos’n went 
down to rest in Davy Jones’ locker. 

The first port we touched at, the 
consul’s flag was hoisted at the fore- 
mast, and a bleary-eyed, half-drunken 
little old man came on board and was 
closeted with the captain for about an 
hour. When he came out he was 
staggering, and his eyes, if possible, 
were more bleary. The captain lined 
the crew up, and the consul, in a 
thick and stuttering. voice, asked the 
crew if the bos’n had died from natu- 
ral causes. Ninety per cent of the 
men could not understand what he 
said, and a silence prevailed. At sea 
silence means consent. I butted in 
and said “No.” I was standing next 
to the mate. I felt that gorilla-like 
hand of his pinching the back of my 
neck, and I nearly fainted. Then the 
consul went over’ the side into his 
boat, and was soon pulling for the 
Shore. We lifted anchor and the port 
was left behind. 

Half way up the coast we rant out 
of fresh water, and had to drink con- 
densed water from an old squeaky 
condensing engine. It was brackish 
and sickening. I would have sold my 
soul for one drink of clear, cold water.

About ten 
minutes to eight I put on my feathers 
and sneaked aft with the little bird.

Two days before reaching St. Lucia. 
; the captain sent for us, and said that 
he knew that Bill and I had stowed 
away Monday.

formed us that we had forfeited al! 
pay and allowances due us for the 
entire voyage. The joke of it was 
that, under the board of trade laws. 
the “Cushko” had to go two hundred 
miles out of her way to get to Si 
Lucia and put Monday ashore. 

We dressed him in a long pair of 
white pants; the carpenter gave him 
a red vest; Bill placed a derby hat 
on his head and he went ashore in a 
small boat. When the boat returned 
we lifted anchor, and as St. Lucia 
again faded into the distance we could 
see a solitary little figure on the dock 
waving his white pants around his 
head. He had removed them upon 
reaching port. We felt a pang of re- 
gret as he faded out of sight. 

After an uneventful trip we went 
into quarantine in New York harbor. 
At the first sight of the Statue of 
Liberty, a rush of independence and 
patriotism surged.through me, and 1 
sat down on the hatchway and abso- 
lutely ‘refused to work, The captain 
threatened to put me in double itrona. 
I told him to go to hell, and do it: 
that I was a free American in a free 
American port, and I claimed the pro- 
tection of the Stars and Stripes, and 
in accordance with my rights as a 
sailor, I demanded the consul’s flag 
to be hoisted at the foremast. The 
captain gave me a hard look but 
wilted. 

The next afternoon at eight bells YT 
landed in New York, free again. I 
was dressed in a pair of blue overalls, 
barefooted, a Panama hat on my head. 
black as a negro from sunburn, a red 
handkerchief around my neck, and 
wearing a white negligee shirt. On 
my left shoulder I had a small mon- 
key, and in my right hand a wooden 
cage with a parrot in it. In my pocket 
was $8.49 In silver, but I did not care. 
I was again on terra firma with the 
Stars and Stripes floating above me. 

I received a wonderful welcome at 
home, and was pf the opinion that the 
hardships of my cruise were well worth 
enduring, in view of thy reception I 
was receiving. 

But of course all wonders die out 
in nine days, and mine sizzled out Ike 
a wet firecracker on the Fourth of 
July, and it was up to me to get busy 
and find something to do.

~ WHEN BOMB EXPLODES 
IN A POLICE STATION 


Seven Detectives, Two Po- 
licemen and One Woman 
in .List of Dead—Several 
Others Injured. 


BOMB WAS INTENDED 
FOR ITALIAN CHURCH 


It Was Found in Church 
Basement by Italian and 
Taken to Station—It Ex- 
ploded While Officers 
‘Were Grouped About It. 


Milwaukee, Wis., November 24.—Ten 


persons were killed and several injured 
tonight when a bomb, designed to de- 
gtroy the Italian Evangelical church, 
in the heart of the third ward, an Ital- 
fan settlement, exploded in central po- 
lice station, where it had been carried 


for examination. 
Seven detectives, two policemen and 


one woman were killed. The bomb evi- 


dently with a time fuse attached, was 
found in the basement of the church. 


Police headquarters were called and 


Detective McKinney was sent to get 


the missile. On his way he met an Ital- 


ian named Mazuinnni, who was taking 


the bomb to headquarters. McKinney 


accompanied him back to the station. 
While Mazuinni was taken into the 
office of Lieutenant Flood for question- 
ing, Desk Sergeant Henry Deckart took 
the bomb into the patrolmen’s room. 
Grouped About the Bomb. 
Meanwhile detectives were answer- 
ing roll call on the second floor and 
just before dismissal they were in- 
formed that the bomb had been found. 
On going downstairs they grouped 
about the missiles. It was then that 
the bomb exploded, killing seven of the 
number instantly. ae 
“The bomb was taken to the station 
by an Italian who said he discovered 
it in the basement of the Madonna del 
Pompeii Catholic chureh in the Italian. 
district. The Italian was met near the 
station by Detective Bart Maloney. Ma- 
loney, escorting him into the station, 
placed the bomb, which was enclosed 
in a black box, on & table in the wait- 
oom while he took the man into 
Jjeutenant Flood.

Detectives were on t 
ef the building at the time, responding 
to roll call. When they came down 
the stairway and noticed the black box 
one picked it up to examine it. The 
bomb then exploded. 

The lower floor of the building was 
shattered and every window through- 
out the structure was broken by the 
shock. It is believed that many of 
the prisoners may have perished. 

Some of the Dead. 

Among the dead are: 

Detectives Stephen H. Stecker, John 
Seehawer, Fred Kaiser, Albert Tem- 
plin, operator spindler; Henry Deck- 
ert, desk sergeant, and an unidentified 
woman. 

Lieutenant Flood, in charge of the 
station at night, escaped unhurt. 

According ‘to one of the detectives, 
the bomb was a cylinder-shaped af- 
fair, about one foot in length and 
eight inches in diameter. Inserted in 
the top was a small bottle of liquid, 
supposedly nitroglycerine. 

The explosion, which was heard 
throughout the main section of the 
city, brought thousands of persons to 
the scene. Firemen from a station 
nearby aided in the work of rescue. 
Many of the bodies, as they were 
taken from the building, were’ re- 
moved to the county jail, which is just 
across the street from the police sta- 
tion. 


$400,000 OF FUND. 
FOR GEORGIA ROADS 


— 


If Georgia Counties Take 
Up Federal Appropriation, 
‘It Will Mean $900,000 in 
Highway Improvements. 


HIGHWAY COMMISSION 
MEETS ON WEDNESDAY 


15 Counties Have Asked for 
Approximately $220,000, 
Leaving More Than $400,- 
000 Still to Be Called For. 


The state highway commission meets 
at the state capitol next Wednesday, 
November 28, for the purpose of re- 
viewing the highway work which has 
been accomplished and is already 
planned with federal aid in Georgia 
and to make plans for the 1918 and 
1919 appropriations. Indications now 
are that more than $400,000 of federal 
money is not asked for, which, if used, 
would mean approximately $900,000 
more for Georgia roads. 

The commission sent out notices of 
this meeting to Georgia counties sev- 
eral weeks ago, asking counties to 
submit to the commission proposals 
for the use cf federal money in the 
improvement of their rural mail route 
highways. To this invitation fifteen 
counties have responded with nineteen 
different proposals. These proposals 
‘would take up something less than 
$220,008 of the 1918 appropriation. 

First Year Fund Taken Up. 
’ All of the 1917 appropriation, amount- 


up by various projects now in course 
of actual construction or in the en- 
\wineering stage. 

A recent revision of the estimates for 
the projects now on hand before the 
commission, makes the cost of all pres- 
ent projects tally exactly with the firet 
year’s federai appropriation, which is 


$134,329.48. The Lumpkin-Hall projee 

as will be shown in the report of Chie 
Engineer W. R. Néel to the commission 
next Wednesday, is already being car- 
‘ried out. meas 
The entire available engineering 
foree Of the commission is now at 'work 
on the Atlanta-Macon project for. the 
purpose of finishing the engineering 
details of this highway as early as 
possible and getting actual construc- 
tion work underWway. Cards have been 
printed for the engineers and daily re- 
ports of their progress will be required 
by the commission. , 


$400,000 More Available. 


The commission has called upon the 
Various county commissioners of Geor- 
gia counties to meet with them next 
Wednesday, and it is the hope of the 
commission at that meeting to outline 
a& program for two years, taking up 
the 1918 appropriation, now available, 
and amounting to approximately $270,- 
000. It is, of course, impossible to fore-

Washington, November 24.—Severe 
criticism of the persons responsible for 
the deportation of 1,186 striking cop- 
per workers from Bisbee, Ariz., and the 
Warren mining district last July 12 is 
contained in a report of. President Wil- 
son’s special labor commission made 
public tonight by the. president. 

The deportation was. carried out by 
the sheriff of Cochise county and 200 
armed men, “presuming to act as depu- 
ties under the sheriff’s authority,” the 
report said, and “was wholly illegal 
and without authority in law, either 
state or federal.” 

Strikers Not Violent. 

After extensive investigatign of the 
causes and circumstances ee anding 
the copper miners’ strike,® ,6mmis- 
sion found that the deporta’ jns ae. 
planned by a number of Bisbee citi- 
zens, including officials of the Phelps- 
Dodge and Calumet and Arizona min- 
ing interests, although no disorder or 
violence had been threatened by the 
strikers. Most of the men forcibly 
herded together and sent out of the 
state on a special train of box cars 
were law-abiding American citizens, 
said the report, and few were Ger- 
mans or Austrians. No reference was 
made in the report to the question of 
whether any were members or leaders

PROFTS OF PACKERS 
~CUT BY GOVERNMENT 


Price of Meat to Retailer and 
Consumer to Be Both Sta- 
ble and Cheaper. 


Chicago, November 24.—Regulation 
of the packing industry, effective as 
of November 1, so that the price of 
meat to the retailer and consumer may 
be both stable and cheaper, was an- 
nounced today by Joseph P. Cotton, 
chief of the meat division of the Unit- 
ed States food administration. 

Mr. Cotton in his statement to the 
packers declared that profits in the 
meat business must in no case exceed 
2.5 per cent of the sales. Moreover, 
the annual earnings of the five big 
packers cannot exceed 9 per cent on 
the average capital necessarily used 
in the business, it being pointed out 
in this connection that these five con- 
cerns have diversified business’ ad- 
juncts that are outgrowths of, but not 
necessarily a part of, the actual pack- 
ing of meat. 

Detailed rules and regulations are 
to be issued to define the general 
principles outlined and to prevent di- 
versions or concealments of profits 
and packers’ accounts are to be sub.

DEATH SENTENCE 
FOR U.S. SOLDER 


Man of German Birth Guil- 
ty of Desertion With In- 
tent to Join Enemy--Death 
Sentence to Be Commuted. 


Washington, November 24.— While 
the death penalty has been imposed 
upon an enlisted man of the American 
army, who is of German birth, on his 
conviction of desertion, it was indicat- 
ed today at the war department that 
the finding of the court martial would 
be overruled and sentence commuted to 
a long term of imprisonment. 

The soldier was stationed at Panama, 
and there appears to be little doubt 
that after his desertion he endeavored 
to make his way to Germany, presum- 
ably for military service there. He was 
charged after his apprehension, how- 
ever, only with desertion, and the ques- 
tion of his intention to join the enemy 
forces was not developed at his trial. 

It has not been the custom in any 
army, even in time of war, to impose 
the death penalty for desertion unless 
the act was in the face of the enemy or 
unless there was evidence to show that 
the purpose of the offender was more 
than merely an attempt to evade mili- 
tary service. The commanding officer 
of the Panama garrison recommended 
the court be overruled and a term of 
imprisonment be substituted for exe- 
cution before a firing squad.

Unofficial reports late in the day in- 
dicated the probability that General 
Byng’s troops had wrested possession of 
the hotly disputed Bourlin wood from 
the Germans and had recaptured the 
town of Moeuvres. The village of Fon- 
taine, less than three miles from Cam- 
brai, was reported in flames, suggest- 
ing the probability of an impending 
German’.etirement from that place. 

The Germans are resisting desperate- 
ly the British advance, which is being 
pressed most energetically on this east- 
to-west front. General Byng’s evident 


| intention is to drive in behind the main 


Hindenburg line, breached tn Tuesday's 
surprise attack, and the Queant- 
Drocourt switch line, while: still push- 
ing his encircling movement of Cambrai 
to the north and eas. 

Friday’s British attacks were chiefly 
delivered on ‘this same front. Gains 
were scored, but Bourlon wood and 
Moeuvres still. remained in German 
hands.

Miss Lucy Burns, vice chairman of 
the. woman’s party; Mrs. . Lawrence 
Lewis, of Philadelphia, and Miss Hattie 
Kruger, of Buffalo, who are said to be 
in a weakened condition as the resuli 
of their hunger strike, were assisted 
into the courtroom today, but it was 
decided that their condition did not 
warrant parole. 

The prisoners contended that they 
had been ili-treated at the workhouse 
and should be confined in the District 
of Columbia jail. Efforts were made 
by counsel for the women to bring 
before the court their charges of bad 
treatment, but Judge Waddill ruled 
‘his unnecessary in view of his decision 
that they should be removed from the 
workhouse.

Washington, November 24.—Opera- 
tion of all railway lines east of Chicago 
@s One centralized system was decided 


- ©M today by the railway board, to ob- 


tain a maximum of efficiency in traf- 
fie movement. Cars and trackage fa- 
cilities will be pooled, regardless of 
ownership or the raifroad’s individual 
interest. 

This almost revolutionary move was 
announced tonight after an  ali-day 
conference between members of the 
war board and government officials 
at which many remedies were offered 
for the freight congestion which has 
paralyzed railroad transportation in 
the east. It was adopted as the best 
and readiest means of meeting a sit- 
uation that has threatened the produc- 


~ and dispatch abroad of war mate- 
riais, 

The roads will be operated by a com- 
mittee of vice presidents of the lines 
under the general direction of the war 
board, itself comprising five of the 
country’s railway heads. The commit- 
tee of vice presidents will be given full 
authority to adopt any measures found 
necessary to accomplish a unified op- 
eration. 

What Plan Calls For. 

The operating program calls for the 
following: 

Diversion of locomotives, employees 
and machine tools from western to 
eastern railroads. ‘ 

Utilization of repair shops on west- 
ern lines for repairing eastern equip- 
ment. 

Pooling of all tracks and equipment 
in the east wherever practicable. 

Pro rata distribution amon geastern 
roads of open top cars on a basis of 
tonnage carrying capacity of the 
oa pmes* in the pool. 

iversion from congested lines of all 
freight that can be handled by any 
open route, 

To make more effective the pooling 
arrangement, the war board recom- 
mended that the government take the 
following steps immediately: 

Survey the present contracts and 
methods of purchase and shipment of 
coal that cross hauls may be eliminat- 
ed and that coal may move on the 
shortest route from producer to con- 
sumer. 

Extend the pooling of coal produc- 
tion and shipment. 

Transfer as far as possible the move- 
ment of foodstuffs and other export 
commodities to southern ports to re- 
lieve congestion in north Atlantic ports. 

Survey all government requirements 
involving the movement of raw mate- 
rials and manufactured products’ so 
that accumulations on roads and in ter- 
minals may be eliminated while prod- 
ucts are awaiting shipment or export. 

Require wherever possible the build- 
ing of war industrial plants in terri- 
tory other than the eastern seaboard. 

The pooling plan was worked out by 
the railroad heads some days ago, and 
was formally approved by government 
officials at today’s conference. The 
government representatives present 
were Robert S. Lovett, director of pri- 
ority of transportation; Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield, Food Administrator 
Hoover, Chairman Hurley, of the ship- 
ing board; Edgar FE. Clark, of the in- 
erstate commerce commission, and 
others. The plan will be put into im- 
mediate effect. 

Rail Situation Causes Concern. 

The railroad situation has caused con- 
siderable concern not only among gov- 
ernment heads, butin railroad circles as 
well. Despite the fact that the roads are 
moving more traffic than they ever 
before carried, it has been seen that the 
breaking point was near. In a remark- 
ably frank statement issued a week ago 
Fairfax Harrison, president of the 
Southern railway and chairman of the 
war board, declared that the roads 
would be unable to handle during the 
winter all the traffic the public might 
offer. At the same time Mr. Harrison 
amnounced that the war board had 
recommended to the government that 
transportation be denied to more than 
500 commodities classed as non-essen- 
tial during the war. 

he recommendation regarding non- 
essentials has not been acted on, but it 
is known that if today’s move falls to 
bring the relief hoped for government 
officials are ready to give it heed. With 
industrials idle for lack of coal, indus- 
trial plants unable to obtain raw ma- 
terials and domestic consumers unable 
to obtain necessities there is every dis- 
position in government circles to take 
this drastic action if other means fail.

RUSS AMBASSADOR 


SPURNS RADICALS 


Bakhmeteff Informs United 
States He Will Not Recog- 
nize New Regime — De- 
clares Radicals Do Not 
Represent Russia. 


Washington, November  24.—Boris 
Bakhmeteff, Russian ambassador to the 
United States, today formally repu- 
diated the Bolsheviki government in 
Petrograd and announced that he would 
recognize no control that seeks to 
break from the entente and make peace 
with Germany. 

At the same time it was announced 
that three of the ambassador’s chief 
aides had resigned to avoid having 
further relations with the Bolsheviki 
and that similar action would be ta- 
ken by the leading naval and military 
members of the Russian mission who 
came to this country with Mr. Bakh- 
meteff and who since have been tem- 
porarily attached to the embassy. 

Te Serve United States. 

All of those leaving the embassy with 
possibly one or two exceptions, it was 
announced, would seek service with the 
United States in the war against Ger- 
many. They included Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Roop. and Rear Admiral de Rich- 
ter, of the naval and military mission; 
John Sukine, first secretary, and F. de 
Mokrenschildt, secretary, whose wife 
is a daughter of Secretary McAdoo. 

The two secretaries already have vol- 
unteered their services and General 
Roop and Admiral de Richter have ta- 
ken the subject up with the state de- 
partment, Counsellor O. Onou was the 
third member of the embassy staff who 
resigned, but mo announcement was 
made as to his future plans. 

Ambassador Bakhmeteff’s repudia- 
tion of the Bolsheviki government, 
made known in a formal communication 
to Secretary Lansing, was regarded 
here as likely to force an early decision | 
from the American government as to 
its attitude toward the Bolsheviki if | 
that element continues in power. 

It was generally agreed that the 
Bolsheviki leaders would not allow 
today’s incident to go unnoticed and it 
was regarded as certain that they 
would cable the ambassador his dis- 
missal and name a_ successor. That 
would place equarely up to this govern- 
ment the question of recognition, but 
it was believed that the United States 
would take no formal action until it 
has ascertained the view of all the 
governments at war against the Teu- 
tonic powers. 

Radicals Don’t Represent Russia. 

In his letter to Secretary Lansing, 
Ambassador Bakhmeteff declared the 
Bolsheviki leaders do not represent the 
spirit of Russia and reiterated a belief 
repeatedly expressed at the embassy 
that the government amey are attempt- 
ing to set up will fall because of its 
inability to make good extravagant 
promises. 

The situation brings sharply to the 

fore again the question of further cred- 
its to Russia and that of continued 
shipment of supplies. There is a division 
of opinion among government officials, 
it is said, as to the best policy to pur- 
sue, 
Supplies still are going forward, but 
in limited amounts, and precautions 
have been taken to hold up the move- 
ment if it appears materials are likely 
to fall into irresponsible hands. No 
further funds will be advanced, it is 
said, until the situation clears. 

In connection with Ambassador 
Bakhmeteff's letter and the announce- 
ment of the resignation of members of 
the embassy force, it was explained to- 
day that the Russian consular repre- 
sentatives in this country will continue 
to perform their consular duties, taking 
their instructions as heretofore from 
Ambassador Bakhmetefy?f. 

How far passports, if any are issued 
in this country, would be accepted on 
the Russian frontier, was a debatable 
question.

PRAISE DOCTORS 


Governor Henderson Finds 
_Camp Wheeler Ideally Lo- 
‘cated and That Everything 
. Possible Is Being Done to 
Relieve Epidemic. 


Macon, Ga., November 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A delegation of prominent Ala- 
bama citizens, headed by Governor 
Charles Henderson, paid a ‘visit to 
Camp Wheeler today to gather first- 
hand information as to conditions there, 
and were _ impressed with the fact that 
the governnicnt authorities are doing 
everything within their power to con- 
trol the epidemic of measles and pneu- 
monia, which has been sweeping over 
the camp. 

Summed up, the conclusions drawn 
by the Alabama governor and his par- 
ty are that the camp has an ideal loca- 
tion and could not be improved on; 
that the government has assembled the 
Greatest array of medical talent ever 
brought together in one camp; that 
sickness in the camp is among the 
drafted men, where the resistance is 
low, and that all in all the conditions 
are rapidly getting normal once more. 

The Alabama delegation reached Ma- 
con at 1 o'clock Saturday morning. 
In the party of visitors were Governor 
Charles Henderson, Ray Rushton, of 
Montgomery, and Lloyd Hooper, of 
Selma, representing the State Council 
of Defense; Lucien Loeb, W. T. Shee- 
han, Brooks Flowers, Emanuel Meertief 
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,and Bruce Kennedy, representing the 


Montgomery Rotary club. At the Hotel 
Lanier a number of the more promi- 
nent citizens of Macon called to pay 
their respects to the Alabama visitors. 

The visitors were met immediately 
after breakfast by Major O’Connell, 
medical officer of the brigade, com- 
manded by General R. E. Steiner, and 
a number of the officers who escorted 
them to Camp Wheeler. After an in- 
formal reception at the headquarters of 
General Steiner, the visitors were car- 
ried to the headquarters of Brigadier 
General Hayden, in command of the 
division, who presented them to his 
staff and to the medical experts who 
had come to the camp to assist in 
stamping out the present epidemic.

tion of express companies for the right 
to increase rates. The freight bureau, 
Which will oppose this application, 
Claims that a generous profit is now 
being realized under present rates. The 
letter is as follows: 


Freight Bureau’s Letter. 
Editor Constitution: 


Dear Sir: A news item appearing in 
the morning’s Constitution, under caption 
“Express Companies Seek Rate In- 

,’ reads as follows: 

“The express companies of the country 
@re asking the interstate commerce commis- 
sion for a 10 per cent increase in rates, ac- 
cording to a notice received by the state 
railroad commission Friday from the Ameri- 
can, the Adams, the Southern and the Wells- 
warge Express companies. 

“The companies claim that their increased 
@xpenses, particularly raises in pay to em- 
DPloyees, have made an increase in revenue 
necessary. The companies allege that their 
business for the first six months of the pres- 
ent year resulted in a deficit of $39,848.97.” 

The foregoing statement, without some 
explanation as to the financial condition of 
the Southern Express company operating in 
southeastern territory, might leave the public 


under the erroneous impression that the 
Southern Express company is serving the 
Public at an actual loss. 

Possibly it might be of interest to the 

trons of the Southern Express company 
© know something of its history, financial 
condition, and the phenomenal growth and 
Prosperity of this enterprising corporation. 


History. 

The Southern Express company was in- 
corporated under the laws in the state of 
Georgia in the year 1861, with a capital of 
6,000 interest shares of which 658 was then 
issued. The Southern Express company has 
stated that none of the original twenty- 
four (24) shares holders of record are liv- 
ing, and there is no existing record to show 
how much was realized from the distribu- 

n. 


On January 23, 1966, the number of shares 
was increased to 30,000, distributed pro rata 
among the then share-holders. On Novem- 
ber 17, 1886, the number of shares was 
increased from 390,900 to 60,000 share-hold- 
ers of record January 30, 1887, received 
New shares in exchange for old in the pro- 
portion of five shares of the new for three 
shares of old; 50,000 shares being issued, 10,- 
000 of the authorized shares was never 
issued. 

The shares have neither par value, nor 
@re they given a book value, but represent 
the property interest in the company en- 
titling the holder to a share in the entire 
property and profits of the company.

On page 3 of the petition of the Southern 
Express company, et al, filed with the 
interstate commerce commission Novem- 
ber 16, 1917, the following statement was 
made- 

“(a> That the rates for carriage of ex- 
press .matter fixed by the commission in 
its order of July 24, 1915, as modified in 
its order of July 14, 1915, are. insufficient 
for your petitioners’ service under existing 
abnormal conditions and do not produce 
sufficient revenue to meet the actual oper- 
ating expenses and taxes of your peti- 
tioners, and that your petitioners are not 
only unable to earn a reasonable or any 
return for their services to the public, but 
are doing such business at an actual loss.”’ 

] have before me the returng of the 
Southern Express company filed with the 
interstate commerce commission, and made 
public November 1, 1917, covering a period 
of seven months, January 1 to July 31, 
1917, inclusive. An examination of this 
report shows that the net earnings of the 
Southern Express company, excluding 
taxes, for the seven months in 1916 were 
$1,039,999, and for the first seven months 
of 1917, excluding taxes, were $1,039,167, 
making a difference in net earnings of 
only $832.00. 

For the seven months ended July 31 
1917, the nét earnings were $760,981, after 
deducting estimated taxes, including the 
excess profit war tax. 

In view of these facts it cannot be said 
that the Southern Express company is 
Going business at an aciual loss. On the 
contrary, net earnings of $760,000 for seven 
months on a property investment of about 
$2,000,000 would appear to constitute a 
generous profit. .

1,000 Men From North. 


A large number of Atlanta citizens 
were pfesent Saturday morning to wit- 
ness the formal review of troops of 
the 82d national army division at Camp 
Gordon. The review began, as usual, at 
9 o’clock in the morning on the camp 
parade field, and General Swift and his 
reviewing staff gave the division @ 
careful inspection. 

The passing column presented & 
stronger military appearance than ever 
before, the. men being entirely uniform- 
ed and almost completely equipped 
with rifles.. The improvement in the 
men with an additional week’s training 
was easily apparent, and spectators 
were warm in their praises of the per- 
sonnel of the division. 


Thousand Men From Yaphank. 

The last two trains of selectmen 
from northern and eastern camps ef- 
fected by the big army shift arrived at 
Camp Gordon during the night, bearing 
approximately 1,000 troops.

The two trains arriving Saturday 
night comprise the last contribution of 
troops from northern and eastern di- 
visions to the 82d division at Camp 
Gordon. From now on the Georgia 
camp will be left practically intact, it 
is said, and hard work on the advanced 
war training program will be the sole 
activity of the men.

While these appeals for nurses are being made, hundreds of young wom- 
en in Georgia and throughout the south are offering their services as nurses, 
and asking for information in regard to their equipment. 

As the situation is today, there stands between the great demand for 
more trained nurses and the hundreds of young women who would volunteer, 
the great obstacle of no training on the part of young women who would vol- 
unteer in a profession, the standards of which can never be lowered for any 


emergency. 


Now to bring about a better understanding on the part of the young 
women who would voluntecr and to further the profession of trained nurs- 
ing in this section, the southern division of the American Red Cross s0- 
ciety has established in divisional headquarters, 426 Healey building, Atlanta, 
Ga., a bureau of nursing service under the direction of Miss Jane Van de 
Vrede, one of the most distinguished women in the profession of trained 
* nursing, and herself an American Red Cross nurse. 

To the women leaders of relief organizations, to the editors of papers 
eand to people directly and indirectly there are coming innumerable letters 
from young women of all types and elements, offering their services as 
nurses,*and asking for information pertaining to training. 

Many of these are from women of college and high school education, 
who, perhaps, are working along some line, but would prefer transferring 
that effort to more direct service to their country. 


A SPECIMEN 
LETTER. 


A specimen of these is the follow- 
ing letter, one of many received by 
Mrs. S. M. Inman, chairman of the 
Woman’s committee, Georgia division, 
Council of National Defense:

“Any information in regard to any 
work that I could do, even if it be to 
France, I will greatly appreciate and 
postage will be sent for literature.

MISS VAN DE VREDE’S 
REPLY. 

This letter was referred to Miss 
Van de Vrede, who after reading it, 
expressed delight in the contents. 

“These are the young women we 
wish to reach. I would suggest that 
all such letters be referred to me. I 
shall reply to them promptly. My re- 
ply to this young woman, and women 
of her type is: 

““Get In communication at once 
with those training schools which 
credit eight months or a year to the 
student nurse who has had college 
training; for example, the Johns Hop- 
kine Training School for Nurses, Bal- 
timore; Presbyterian hospital, New 
York city; the Augusta, Ga., Training 
School for Nurses, belonging to the 
medical department of the University 
of Georgia, and many other institu- 
tions, the names of which I will give 
to any young woman who writes to 
me."

NO EMERGENCY 


COURSE. 
Asked about the probability of lim- 


iting the course required for a nurse’s 
training, or the creation of an emer-

“There will be nothing done to 
lower, in any way, the standard re- 
quired in the profession of trained 
nursing so far as the government and 
the Red Cross is concerned. 

“But a new provision is already be- 
ing made in the accredited training 
schools for releasing nurses for mil- 
itary service. The senior classes can 
matriculate in the military hospitals, 
getting their third year’s experience 
in actual service. 

“There are fifteen thousand nurses 
in the senior classes, accredited train- 
ing schools. They may be called for 
actual service at the end of the year. 

“Now, can’t you see that ‘ves 
room for fifteen thousand m: ‘3 
to train for service? That is I 
mean when I say that the first uay a 
girl goes into a training school with 
the honest purpose of being. a nurse, 
she begins service to her country, for 
she frees the woman who is trained 
and ready for service to go to the 
front if she is called.” 

THE RED CROSS 
NURSE. 

“Briefly stated,” said Miss Van de 
Vrede, “there is but one way at preés- 
ent to become an enrolled Red Cross 
nurse; that is to have completed or 
to complete a full course of training in 
an accredited school for nurses; to 
have become registered under the ex- 
isting laws of the state and to have 
met the requirements in age, personal 
character and standing in the nurs- 
ing profession. 

“In base hospitals we take only reg- 
istered nurses who have been enrolled 
in the Red Cross. 


URGES TRAINING 
IN RED CROSS CLASSES. 


“But there is a very important 
branch of nursing service necessary 
in the war crisis which must not be 
overlooked, and that is the women 
who can render service by joining the 
Red Cross Classes in Elementary Hy- 
giene and Home Nursing, in surgical 
dressings and dietetics. Through 
these classes women receiving their 
certificates of efficiency can become 
nurses’ aids in Kospitals, become a 
most valuable adjunct to the depart- 
ment of nursing,” said Miss ‘Van de 
Vrede. 

“And probably more important, they 
can become qualified to do home 
nursing in those cases where careful, 
intelligent nursing is needed and 
where, in emergency, the regular 
trained nurses can not be secured.”

A PATHETIC SIDE 
OF THE SITUATION. 


It is easier to make the older wom- 
an or the woman of college education 
see why the course of trained nurs- 
ing is one of the most exacting in 
which women enter, but it is difficult 
to make the little, inexperienced gir] 
see it, who suddenly awakes to the 
war crisis; is determined to do her 
bit and believes she can do it as a 
nurse if she only has a chance. 

This letter to the editor of The 
Constitution tells her story: 

“Dear Mr. Editor: 

“TI must do something to serve my 
country and I wish to do it as a nurse. 
My eldest brother is ill at Camp ——, 
where so many soldiers are dying. I 
am one of seven children at home on 
our farm in county. 

“I can easily be spared, and Mwant 
to go and nurse my brother, because 
my mother and father can’t go. I 
have always known how to wait on 
sick people, and I once nursed my 
brother through a spell of fever. 

“Some one has told me it takes 
three years to be a nurse, but ought 
he to be kept from the care I could 
give him if I could reach his bedside, 
because I have not had three years’ 
training? 

“Is there not somewhere I can go, 
and get just enough training to enable 
me to be useful in a hospital? There 
is no Red Cross classes here, where 
I can learn the things the girls in At- 
lanta are learning, but I know how to 
cook for sick people. I have a talent 
and I could soon Jearn the Red Cross 
way. 

“Please tell me, dear Mr. Editor, 
what to do to serve my country, and 
get to nurse my brother or any other 
soldier who needs me. I have some 
education. I went to the country 
school here, until I stayed home to 
help my mother. She is wilifng to 
give me up and so is father, but they 
will not let me leave home until they 
know exactly where I am going.

THE ONLY 
ANSWER. 

This and many similar letters will 
come under the observation of Miss 
Van de Vrede, as well as communi- 
eations demanding some kind of 
emergency or short course for nursing 
to enable young women in the present 
crisis to give their service as nurses. 

“There is at present no short course 
or emergency course considered by 
the government or the nursing service 

of the Red Cross society,” 


woman who knows the requirements 
of the profession could argue for the 
young woman with a short or three- 
months’ course being permitted to en- 
ter an army base hospital, nor could 
any rational man or woman believe 
that the young, unsophisticated wom- 
an, with an emergency course, should 
be sent to the war zone as a nurse 

“Aside from the fact of their utter 
uselessness in the hospital at a time 
when no time can be lost and when 
every human being is trained in high- 
est efficiency, it would be the most 


cruel injustice to the young woman. 
It is impossible for any young woman 
to learn in three months’ time, even 
the first principles of trained nursing, 
much less the kind of nursing, per- 
sonnel and experience required in an 
army hospital.” 

“But is it not true that there are 
many young women from this country, 
who, at the beginning of the war, took 
short courses and going across gave 
their services in the hospitals in Eng- 
land and France, who have proven 


themselves acceptable?” 

“Yes, that is true, but they went as 
volunteer nurses, and they did not go. 
as American Red Cross nurses. 

“After they got on the other side 
of the water they may have become) 
nurses in hospitals under the Red 
Cross service in those countries, but! 
the American Red Cross was not ree | 
sponsible for these. Though I do not’ 
for a moment doubt the usefulness of! 
many of these young women volun- 
teers, who are serving on the other 
side, I feel constrained to tell you

“But I should prefer talking to 
groups of women who are interested | 
in these questions, and groups of | 
men, for it is a question of such grave | 
import—this sending of the untrained | 
girl into the army hospital—that I 
do not feel the matter can be handled 
even with the most careful publicity. 

“I am assigned by the Red Cross 


society as the head of the Nurses’  vtushing N. Y., hospital for further 


Service Bureau for the southern dis- 
trict. I am here to perform that duty. 
I wish to see anybody who desires to 
discuss the matter. I am delighted to 
answer all letters of inquiry, and to 
address any organizations who may 
wish information on the subject. 

“Just remember this,” said Miss 
Van de Vrede in conclusion, “in time 
of war and time of emergency is the 
time to prepare service for immediate 
use. It is not the time to change the 
system of service. which has raised 
the standard of nursing in America 
to the highest degree, and brought to 
adopt the same system, gradually, the 
nursing systems of other countries. 

“It is time to enroll the personnel 
for preparedness with the present 
system for future use. 

“I am prepared to give any informa- 
tion on the subject of the accredited 
schools for trained nursing wherever 
they are.”

GOVERNOR DORSEY’S 
HEALTH PROCLAMATION 


To the People of Georgia: 

Health is fundamental to all suc- 
sess. The prosperity of our state, 
in the last analysis, depends upon 
the bodily vigor of its citizens. This 
is a self-evident proposition—<a pre- 
mise which every right-thinking 
man must admit. Without good 
health as an asset, our people can 
not meet the service physical and 
mental requirements of the times. 
There is no place for the weakling 
in these strenuous preparations for 
war. 

It is not one whit less important 
to preserve our vital forces than it 
is to conserve our food products. 
We cannot do our bit or contribute 
our mite without the self-command 
which comes from good health. Sci- 
ence has demonstrated beyond cavil 
that many diseases, now wantonly 
westing the lives of human beings, 
can be successfully checked. The 
number of “ills that flesh is heir 
to” has been greatly increased by a 
disregard of natural laws. To re- 
duce this sum, there must be a re- 
turn to the simpler and saner habits 
of life. 

The next step is co-operation. 
United effort, if wisely directed, is 
bound to yield good results. The 
saving of human life from disease 
is a basic duty of government. Es- 
pecially is it opportune at this time 
to emphasize a precaution which at 
all times is wise. I, therefore, urge 
that all persons aid the constituted 
authorities by giving an active co- 
operation to our state board of 
health in its efforts to conserve the 
health of our people. Efficiency de- 
mands it. Every element of our 
strength will be needed for the great 
conflict.

The government has asked for the 
official] registration of the woman 
power through the Council of National 
Defense, 

In a recent interview in The New 
York Times Dr. Anna M. Shaw, presi- 
dent of the woman's committee, Coun- 
cil of National Defense,. stated: “| 
have registered in at least five differ- 
ent women’s organizations doing in- 
valuable work in war relief, but that 
in no way does away with my obli- 
gation, in common with all women, in 
response to the government, register- 
ing through the woman’s committee, 
Council of National Defense.” 

Registration in Georgia. 

“Registration in Georgia is going to 
,emable women to take stock of them- 
selves, that is, to decide just where in 
their war relief work can be the most 
clearly defined,” states Mrs. Samuel In- 
man, chairman of the Georgia division. 
| Registration is going to have an- 
| other influence; it is going to quicken 
in our girls an interest in what they 
'can do for their country. It is going 
to enable them to define their pre- 
dominant taste and. talent, and work to 
the development of that. It will move 
'many of them, for instance, to realize 
usefulness and sacredness of the pro- 


fession of trained nursing and the ne- 
_Cessity to qualify for it. It will di- 


and eventually for self-support. 

“For depressing as the thought fa, 
war depletes the numerical force of 
men, and accordingly that many more 
women are thrown upon their own re- 
sources for a livelihood. 

“War makes widows and orphans. 
War deprives women of fathers and of 
husbands. After this war, even look- 
ing upon the most, optimistic side 
women are going to be called upon, 
as they were after the confederate war, 
to put their shoulder to the wheel of 
rehabilitation and reconstruction.” 

Advantages of Registration. 

Mrs. Inman makes clear the gen 
eral principle of registration as fol- 
lows: 


1. The registration is purely voluntary— 
there is no compulsion about it 

2. The purpose is to secure an official ree- 
ord of the woman power of the country se 
that, in case of emergency, the government 
may know where to turn for any needed 
service, 

3. Even though a woman offers her serv<- 
ice when she registers she will not be re 
quired to give that service if her circume- 
stances have changed when she is asked to 
serve and she is then unable to 4il her 
promise. 

4. The registration is not designed to take 
women from their homes at any time un- 
less they are able and willing to serve away 
from home. 

The woman's committee has requested the 
state divisions to have the registrars 
thoroughly instructed in regard to the work, 
and suggests to the state chairmen that 
registration taken at the polls on a regis- 
tration day formally proclaimed by the gov- 
ernor of the state or announced by the state 
councl! of defense has been found most sat- 
isfactory. 

The misunderstanding concerning the 
registration is largely in districts of foreign

statement that both the registration and the 
service are voluntary, but it urges that every 
woman over 16 years of age register in or- 
der to complete a census of the woman 
power of the country which may be of inesti- 
mable value in war work.

| RED CROSS NEEDS 
THE BEST EFFORT OF 
NATION’S WOMEN 


The war council of the American Red | 


Cross has sent the following statement 
' to all division managers: 

It is imperative that all sweaters, 
wristlets and socks that possibly can be 
made by the women of the country be 
turned in to supply department at the 
earliest possible date. With cold weath- 
er coming on, the demand for sweaters 
especially has been beyond the capacity 
of our resources to supply. We have 
forwarded promptly all knitted articles 


received from chapters and have in ad- 
dition been compelled to buy in the 
market 550,000 sweaters, of which but 
250,000 have been delivered. . 

These sweaters are machine knit and 
the yarn used is a mixture of cotton 
and wool, so that it does not draw any 
considerable amount of yarn from the 
women knitters of the Red Cross. We 
are buying all the yarn that we are 
able to secure that is suitable for knit- 
ters, and sending it to chapters as fast 
as we can get delivery. 

We have received from ehapters 
about 200,000 sweaters and approx!i- 
mately the same’ number of machine 
made sweaters, all of which have been 
delivered to men in camps and train- 
ing stations with the exception of a 
few thousand which we have sent to 
France. The requests from organiza- 
tions in France for sweaters and knit- 
ted goods have had to remain unsatis- 
fied on account of our inability to se- 
cure enough for the men of our own 
army and navy. 

We call upon the women to give us 
their very best effort from now until 
at least January 1, that we may be 
able to furnish our own men with these 
comforts and have some to spare for 
the dire needs in France.—Red Cross 
Bulletin.

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT 


Eighty-six Traps Installed in the Aviation Schools and Cantonments 
in This Country and France—Three Million Targets De- 
livered and Another Million Goes Forth Each Week.

The value of trapshooting and the 
use of the shotgun in modern warfare 
have been recognized by the United 
States government. and plans have

“The importance of shooting from an 
airplane is brought home to us every 
day from the European front. It is the 
intention of the aviation section of the 
signal corps to give the candidates for 


flying instruction as much practice as 
possible with the shotgun, rifle and 
machine gun. 

“In order to accomplish this in the 
most desirable way we have reached 
the conclusion that the shotgun would 


been made for the installation of traps

Professionals are at 
each of these camps giving instruc- 
tion in the breaking of the clay tar- 
eets, the holding and firing of the 
shotgun, etc. 

Traps have been placed in position 
at all of the aviation schools in Ameri- 
ca, and a number have been Installed 
in the camps of the American: avia- 
tion forces and behind the lHnes of 
Pershing’s army in France. Eighty-six 
traps in all have been purchased by 
the government. The traps sent to 
France are to be used for recreation 
purposes, while the ones installed i 
this country are for instruction pur-,_ 
poses only.

As an evidence that the poultry 
breeders considered “duty” greater 
than “dollars” the following figures 
from Storr’s college, Connecticut, 
phow the cost of actual feed per pound 
of chicken and also of eggs. 

These firures show it took to feed a 
Red chick from the first to the twen- 
ty-fourth week in life 24 pounds of 
feed and for a Leghorn during the same 
period twenty pounds. This will give 
the cost of feed in both breeds for 
about the first half year of the chick ~ 
life. To feed a mature fowl it re- 
quired an average of 7 pounds feed per 
month or &4 pounds feed per year 80 
at an average of four cents per pound 
for feed it cost to feed a matured fowl 
$3.46 yer year, or 28 cents per month.

What Texas Is Doing. 


BY F. W. KAZMEIER, 
Poultry Husbandman. 
The exceedingly dry weather the past 
year in a large part of Texas, the high 


prices of all kinds of poultry feeds 
and the high price of live cauitry. “was 
directly responsible for a majority of 
the farmers and poultry breeders dis- 
posing of a large number of their flock 
or the entire flock. This has Caused a 
wt Spi Shortage of poultry breeding 

To partly overcome this condition, 
the chief of the animal industry divi- 
Sion of the extension service, Agricul- 
tural and Mechanica! college of Texas, 
and the poultry husbandman, have 
made plans to arrange with the bank- 
ers of the state to tinance a scheme 
of pure-bred poultry, eges and day- 
old chick introduction this coming year. 

Our plan of introducing mature stock 
is something as follows: A meeting is 
held in a coimmunity for the purpose of 
encouraging more and better poultry. 
At this meeting bankers, business men 
farmers and poultry raisers are invited 
to attend. ‘the county agent usually 
attends to all of these details. Imme- 
diately after the meeting, those that 
desire to get pure-bred chickens are 
cequested ig remain. Their names. ad- 
dresses and number of chickens’ de- 
sired are secured. Those that wish to 
buy their stock without financia] aid 
from the banks can do so. Those that 
need tinancial assistance are kiven it 
through the local banks. The money is 
to be loaned at a low rate of interest 
and to be paid-for out of 50 per cent 
of the proceeds realized from sale of 
eggs and surplus stock. It is not our 
intention to place a large number of 
chickens with one farmer; but merely 
sutlicient numbers to give him a start 
with pure-bred stock. It might also be 
stated here that preference wil] prob- 
ably be given to women, because they 
are more apt to give good care and at- 
tention to the stock they are § fur- 
nished. 

Those that do not want, or are not 
prepared to handle a pen of five fe- 
males and one male or ten females 
and one male, we expect to Supply with

to furnish money on notes, at a low 
rate of interest, for the purchase of 
a pen of pure-bred fowls. As pre- 
viously stated, preference wi]] prob- 
ably be given to the women, for good 
reasons; however, anybody may secure 
such assistance, including boys ana 
girls over 10 years of age. in this 
case such boys and girls must become 
members of the Boys’ and Girls’ Poy}- 
try clubs, conducted and organized by 
the extension service of the Texas

Best Rabbit for the Beginner. 


It depends upon the man or boy who 


dislikes and the purpose he may have 
in view for the best breed to begin 
with, for what one man may choose 
may be the worst possible choice for 
another. I believe in making a selec- 
tion the beginner should select the 
hardiest and largest breed he can ob- 
tain for raising either fancy stock or 
utility, for the ccest of keeping is no 
more for one than for the other. With 
the Flemish Giants you have no fleas 
to contend with, and they can stand 
more cold weather than any other rab- 
bit. The New Zealands are next. 
consider both breeds hardy and they 
can be raised very successfully and at 
a good profit. 


Feed Sprouted Oats. 


The government is now devoting 
more time in their experiment stations 
to the feeding of sprouted oats t 
ever before. 

With a modern grain sprouter 
can be sprouted 4 to 5 inches long 
about a week's time. Nothing but a 
little heat and vapor moisture is re- 
quired to accomplish this. It is not 
only quite easy to operate a sprouter, 
but it is really quite interesting to 
watch the grain grow at the rate of 
an inch a day. 

Giving the hens once a day all the 
sprouted oats they want to eat, which 
is about a square inch of sprouts, 
grain and roots, enables one to reduce 
the grain ration about one-third and 
thereby effecting a saving in high- 
priced grain. Oat sprouts can be pro- 
duced at about 20 to 25 cents per 
bushel, while the price of wheat is 
about $2.20 per bushel. 

It is also remarkable how sprouted 
oats influence the laying of the hens. 
A change in this respect can be no- 
ticed within a few days after sprouted 
oats have been fed.

Balanced Rations. 

A balanced ration is one containing 
the proper amount of nutrients for an 
animal, and in proper proportion that 
there be no waste of any one part 
Every animal requires for its keep so 
many pounds of dry feed per day, a 
certain amount of protein, fat and of 
nitrogen-free-extract; the amount of 
these substances require as well as 
their relative proportions is determined 
by the species of animal, the age of 
the animal, the weight, and the work 
which it may be doing, or the material 
such as meat, wool, or milk, which it 
may be producing. 

A maintenance ration is one having 
just enough nutrients in it to supply 
the actual needs of an animal without 
any extra for the purpose of doing 
work, or producing meat, milk or 
wool; when such a ration is fed, the 
animal does no work and neither gains 
nor loses in weight. Nitrogen is the 
gauge by which maintenance rations 
are measured; when just as much nitro- 
gen is excreted as is taken into the 
body, no work being performed, the 
ration is a true maintenance ration. 
Then it follows that if an animal is to 
do work or if it must ¢g fat or 
produce meat, milk or woo e nutri- 
ents which it will require ;; be more

1,000 pounds of weight, 20 pounds of 


dry matter, 1.5 of digestible protein, 
$.5 of digestible carbohydrates and 0.4 
of ether extract, these giving a nutri- 
tive ratio of one to.seven. On heavy 
work, the requireemnt is 26 pounds 
dry matter, 2.5 protein, 13.3 of carbo- 
hydrates and 0.8 of ether extract, with 
a nutritive ratio of 1 to 6. Milch cows 
giving two gallons of milk daily re- 
quire 27 pounce dry matter, 2 pounds of 
protein, 11 pounds of carbohydrates, 0.4 
of ether extract, with a nutritive ratio 
of 1 to 6, while one giving three and 
one-half gallons of milk would require 
82 pounds dry matter, 3.3 of protein, 
13 of carbohydrates, 0.8 of ether ex- 
tract, these having a nutritive ratio of 
1 to 4%. Fattening swine in first 
period would need 36 pounds dry mat- 
ter, 4.5 of protein, .25 carbohydrates, 
0.7 of ether extract, with a nutritive 
ratio of one to 6.9: in third or final 
pessoa 25 pounds dry matter, 2.7 of pro- 
ein, 18 of carbohydrates, 0.4 of ether 
mie es these having a nutritive ratio 
oO o 7. 

It will be noticed that the smaller 
the animal the greater the amount of 
dry matter required per 1,000 pounds of 
live weight. ome suggestions in ad- 
dition to those previously given in re- 
gard to the use of feeding standards 
would be to increase the feed if the 
animal is at hard work, reduce it if 
it is idle, widen the ratio if at heavy 
work or when fattening, and narrow it 
for growing animals. hile the feed- 
ing standards do not mention the 
amount of ash or mineral matter re- 
quired, this is an important considera- 
tion and must not be neglected. Most 
of our feeds contain ash in plenty, but 
in hays and rough forage, which have 
been leached arid bleached, there is 
likely to be a deficiency, which should 
be corrected. 


KEEPING THE NEGRO ON THE 
, FARM, 


For years and years there has been 
a discussion in the farm and other 
papers on the subject of keeping the 

Oy on the farm, and many and varied 
have been the fdeas set forth—some 
wise, it is true, but many that were 
hardly to be eonsidered seriously. With 
it all there has been no very marked 
degree of success; if a boy liked farm- 
ing, as it was carried on on his home 
farm, he stayed; if he preferred going 
to some other locality or taking up 
some other type of farming, he migrat- 
ed, and if his bent was toward some 
other line of work he usually took 
steps to get into such work. or in 
many instances he simply drifted into 
this, that, or the other occupation, 
perhaps and perhaps not, finding one 
to which he really was adapted and 
with which he was satisfied. 

Lately we have been having similar 
discussions relative to the keeping of 
the negro on the farm. The south is 
a land of tenant farming and the land- 
lord is naturally averse to seeing the 
labor agent from northern factories or 
railroads come in and take away his 
tenants by the wholesale. It, in fact, 
was not exactly agreeable to some to 
have the recruiting officers of the 
federal government come and take 
away men for the army and for the 
stevedore regiments, which were re- 
crufted, loyal as they mav have heen 
and Knowine that Uncle Sam had much 
need for them. It goes hard with 
any of us to see our lands lying idle 
for want of a tenant and we cannot 
be blamed for wanting to see the other 
fellow’s tenant rather than ors leave, 
or for wanting to run a labor agent 
out of town. While in Washington re- 
cently, the writer had a talk with two 
men who had recently-cctended a labor 
conference in St. LA ais, and he was 
much interested in the solution of the 
negro labor and terant problem as 
given at that meeting§{ by some of the 
southern men in att@Mdance. One of 
the solutions given was the scheme 
which is known and worked in other 
places, especially in Great Britain. 

The Cottager Plan. 

On some of the larger landholdings 
of England there are a number of 
“cottagers” who for generation after 
generation work the land of the “lord 
of the manor.” These cottagers own 
their own homes, but have little or no 
land which they. can work for them- 
selves, so are compelled as it were to 
work for the large landowner as a 
wage or share hand. The ownership 
of a home anchors them to the soil; 
they are loathe to sell out their hold- 
ing or to lease it to another and to 
move away to conditions of which they 
know nothing, much preferring to get 
along as best they may under present 
and known conditions, trying to im- 
prove these rather than to tackle new 
or unknown ones. The son follows 
the father in the ownership of these 
homes and in the working of the land 
for the nobility or landowner, and in 
this way there is usually assured 
lenty of help for the work on the 
arge holdings. 

In a similar manner it is suggested 
that we anchor the colored laborer 
to the farms of the south. Th& negro 
is, like most of us, inclined to hold 
very tightly to land which has once 
come into his possession, even more 
than many whites will he cling to a 
bit of land once it is his; so tenacious 
is he that it usually is the white 
neighbor that must seek other sur- 
roundngs once a negro buys some land 
in a given locality—finding it impossi- 
ble to buy out the negro, the white 
man secll# to another and moves away, 
and that locality may get black and 


blacker, but rarely, if ever, whiter and 
whiter. The plan suggested is to take 


advantage of this inclination of the 
negro and sell to him a small area of 
land with a house upon it and thus 
bind him to the neighborhood where 
he will be available for work either 
for the man selling him the home or 
for others in the same locality, should 
any disagreement occur between the 
two or there be any feeling or suapi- 
cion of injustic. In many ways the 
Plan is an admirable one; by making 
the tenant and especially a negro, a 
home owner, he is placed upon a high- 
er Plane than those who do not own 
their own homes, the negro will feel 
this and carry himself in a manner 
befitting his new responsibility; he 
will be better liked by the whites and 
will be looked up to by the blacks who 
will know of his having joined the 
ranks of the home owners. Then he 
will, if he feels the claim of owner- 
ship, take great pride in keeping up 
his property and will hold to it in spite 
of goodly offers. 

We really practice something of the 
sort at present, with wage hands: we 
ive them a small acreage for their 
amilies or themselves to work as a 
share crop, but working them mostly 
for wages. While it is possible often- 


times for a wage hand to quit the job 


and go elsewhere fon the same or even 
better wages, few of them will do this 
if they have an acre or two of cotton 
artly worked out. Selling them cot- 
ages is but a step further and is the 
making of the anchorage permanent. 
Anchoring them, too, would have a 
beneficial effect in stopping migration 
from farm to farm and would sta- 
bilize things wonderfully: while the 

would theoretically be free to wor 

any land within some distance of their 
holdings, they would find it most con- 
venient to work that close by their 
homes. 

As to the objections to the scheme, 
there is this to say: When one has a 
food negro tenant, he would be very 
anxious to have him thus anchored 
close to his land, but if one had a 
worthless one thus anchored, he would 
be inclined to think tnat the scheme 
was unsuited for our conditions. Like- 
wise, also, it might happen that where- 
as the old man was a good worker and 
got along all right, the son or sons 
might prove to be of no account and 
there would be no way in which to 
met clear of them. Taken all in all. 
the good points of the measure far 
outweigh the bad and it is about the 
best that we have heard eyes by 
way of solution of tHe problem. 


“ROARING” IN HORSES. 


L. G C., Fort Payne, Ala., has a 
horse that at times makes a loud 
noise in breathing, ber eee = when 
driven or ridden hard, the disturbance 
being seemingly less when the horse 
is slacked. From the description of 
the trouble, we do not think that the 
horse is wind-broken, though If the 
trouble interferes in any way with 
the efficiency of the animal we should 
have him examined by a competent 
veterinarian, The windpipe of the 
horse is made up of a series of car- 
tilaginous rings, united by ligaments: 
inside of the tube is a mucous mem- 
brane which sometimes, following at- 
tacks of sore throat or influenza, may 
be left in a thickened condition, and 
in such condition gives rise to noisy 
breathing or thick wind. Usually there 
is no harmful effect of this and it is 
only when an animal is crowded in 
pulling, driving or riding that the 
noise 4 heard. We have a mule that 
when pulling a heavy load for some 
distance will thus show up a thicken- 
ing in the throat. Other causes lead- 
ing to confirmed or chronic roaring 
are a growth in the nasal cavity which 
obstructs the free passage of the aijir, 
a paralysis of the muscles due to the 
derangement of the nerve that con- 
trols them, and @nlargement of the 
lymphatic glands within the chest. 
When chronic, treatment is of no avail. 
If the trouble is just now appearing 
and it is thought at the animal will 
be injured for working purposes or 
his sale value reduced, it would be 
well to consult the veterinarian, as the 
trouble can usually be adjusted by an 
operation, depending somewhat on the 
cause.

New York, November 24.—The cot- 
ton market showed continued firmness 
today on a renewal of active trade buy- 
ing, covering and a P:roxdening outside 
demand. All deliveries made new high 
records for the season, with the ad- 
vance led by December, which sold up 
to 29.70, or $3.25 per bale above Fri- 
day’s closing quotation. That delivery 
closed at 29.67 ‘with the general list, 
closing firm at a net advance of 31 to 
62 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2 points to an advance of 2 


points, the irregularity being attrib- 
uted to over-night selling orders, 
which probably reflected’ realizing 
after the advance of yesterday. These 
offerings were quickly absorbed by 
brokers with Liverpool! and domestic 
trade connections, however, and the 
market became more active with the 
demand growing more general as 
prices worked higher. 
Reports that few notices had been is- 
sued against December in New Orleans 
today and that very few would be is- 
sued here on Monday seemed to stimu- 
late covering by near month shorts and 
the strength of that position naturally 
exercised an influence on the balance 
of the list. Otherwise the market was 
affected by the reports of a continud 
active demand for forward deliveries of 
print cloths and heavy goods, and the 
continued buying of trade interests was 
supposed to be for the purpose of se- 
curl cover against this business. 
Bullish ideas of the coming crop es- 
timate were strengthened by reports 
that members of the Helena board of 
trade estimated the yield at 10,575,000 
bales on the average, excluding lint- 


ers. 

January sold at 28.90 and March to 
28.60 with these and tater deliveries 
showing net gains of 38 to 40 points 
late in the morning. The close was 
within 5 or 6 points of the best. 

Manchester advices reported a very 
strong goods market with an active

New Orleans, November 24.—New 
high levels again were reached in the 
cotton market here today, prices being 
forced upward by heavy buying caused 
chiefly by the absence of December 
tenders, which many traders confident- 
ly expected would appear on this, the 
first notice day for the incoming spot 
month. The opening was at the ad- 
vance and the demand § steadily in- 
creased as the session progressed. 
Highest prices were reached toward the 
end. At these levels the most active 
months were 35 to 59 points up. The 
close was at a net gain of 31 to 059 
points. December was the _ strongest 
month on the boards, rising to 28.45 
and closing at the highest. 

Contributing bullish’ influences were 
the favorable war reports, fuirly large 
exports for the week, good spot ac- 
counts and foreign and domeatic dry 
zoods reviews, claiming that manufac- 
turers were flooded with orders and 
making huge profits in spite of the 
constant advancine tendency of 
material prices. From the opening the 
short interest covered freely and helped 
put prices up on themselves. 

Rumors that Russia had concluded 
a separate peace with the central pow- 
ers caused much comment, but had no 
adverse effect on the market.

the outside public’s viewpoint, the sen- 
Sationa] decline of the past few days in 
the new Liberty Loan 4 per cent bonds 
was the most interesting Wall street 
development of this week. 


“This large number of bondholders,” 
the investment banker continued to tes- 
tify, “was secured from millions of 
small investors who subscribed and 
paid for the bonds upon easy payments, 
out of their current savings.” Having 
subscribed for his Liberty Loan 4 per 
cent bond at 100, and having only 
just begun to make his weekly or 
monthly installment payments, the 
smali investor, unacquainted with fi- 
nance, picks up his paper, turns to the 
stock market quotation, notices the de- 
cline in Liberty Bonds, and to himself 
asks: What are those fellows in Wall 
street trying to do to me? 


It was at midnight Saturday, October 
27, that the 4 per cent Liberty Loan 
subscription list was closed. On Octo- 
ber 29, the following Monday, trading 
in the new 4 per cent Liberty Bonds 
began, with the price at 100.02. From 
that price, which represented a small 
premium above par—that is, 100—the 
Liberty 4s dropped this week to 97. 
Only not week the price was 99.98, 
or practically par. This week’s decline 
to 97 means that the holder of a $100 
bond, if he wanted to sell, would be 
out $3; the loss on a.$1,000 bond would 
be $30. 
: Unusual Drop. 


Now, a drop in ohe week of 3 points 
in a United States government bond is 
something unusual; something to talk 
about. For the whole twelve months 
of 1916 there was only a swing of 2% 
points in the outstanding United States 
government 4 per cent bonds. In oth- 
er words, during the twelve months 
from January 1, 1916, to December 3], 
1916, the United States 4 per cent 
coupon bonds sold as high as 112% 
and down to 110. For the calendar 
year 1915 the same bonds moved with- 
in a range of only 2 points. 

But despite this week’s sensational 
decline of 3 points in the 4 per cent 
Liberty Bonds, there is absolutely no 
reason for alarm on the part of the 
holders of those securities. The reason 
for this week's decline is not hard to 
find: moreover, the decline is only tem- 
porary. The Liberty 4s will again sell 
back to par, and, that, before many 
moons have passed, 

Under the terms offered by the gov- 
ernment there were three ways for sub- 
scribing to the Liberty 4 per cent 
bonds. First there was what has been 
called the government plan; that is, 
payment of 2 per cent at time of sub- 
scriptian, 13 per cent November 15, 40 
per cent December 15 and 40 per cent 
on Jantary 15. Then there was the 
weekly or monthly installment plan al- 
lowed by the banks and trust compa- 
nies; that is, 2 per cent down at time 
of subscription and a stated weekly or 
monthly amount. The third way was 
to pay for the bonds in full 

The method last named was adopted 
according to 
official figures published this week by 
the federal reserve bank. This federal 
reserve district was allotted $1,163,000,- 
000 of the Liberty 4 per cent bonds. 
This week’s figures show that the dis- 
trict already has had turned in $881,- 
000,000 cash, or 75 per cent of the $1,- 
163,000,000 total amount due. Allowing 
for the cash payments that have been 
made under the government plan and 
under the weekly and monthly fInstal- 
ment plan, that $8381,000,000 cash al- 
ready paid means that ae like 
60 per cent of the $1,163,000,000 bonds 
coming to this district have already 
been paid for in full and delivered. 

Full Payments’ Significance. 
Now comes the significance, stock- 
of these full payments. 
When the 4 per cent Liberty bonds 
were traded in for the first time on 


INCREASED DEMAND 
FOR COTTON GOODS 
DURING PAST WEEK 


New York, November 24.—A very broad 
and active demand for cotton goods set in 
early in the week and reached unusual 
proportions even for war times on the last 
few days. Prices rose steadily and many 
contracts were placed that will not be 
completed until well toward the middle of 
next year. The buyers included some of 
the largest jobbers tn the country, nearly 
all the large bag manufacturers, most of 
the converters and printers and the gov- 
ernment and Red Cross operators, 

Many sheetings advanced a full cent a 
yard, print cloths went up ‘%c, bleached 
4 and wide,sheetings went up to new 
high levels, wh many colored goods were 
either withdrawn™from sale or marked up 
from 1 cent to 3 cents above the prices 
current at the opening of the month. There 
was more business doing in fine combed yarn 
cloths and in narrow cloths than for a long 
time past. Spot merchandise has become 
very scarce in first hands and second-hand 
holders have found it so hard to replace 
goods sold for the sake of taking a profit 
‘seg they have been offering very few 
o 


The movement in heavy cottons has been 
of extraordinary proportions, many mills 
now being sold for months ahead. The au- 
tomobile tr¢des have been re-selling some 
special goods not wanted because of the 
restrictions on building pleasure cars and 
they have found a ready market. 

Yarns are higher and firmer. Cloth prices 
are quoted as follows: Print cloths, 28-inch, 
64x64s, 8%c; G4x60s, 84%c; 38%-inch, 64x 
64s, 11%c; brown sheetings, southern stand- 
ards, 18%c; denims, 2.208, indigo, 30c, 
nominal; ticking, S8oz., 35c; prints, 12%c;

On Monday, October 
29, few bonds were available; up to 
that time the only bonds given out 
were those turned over for out-and-out 
100 per cent cash svwbscriptions. But 
since October 29 the number of sub- 
scribers who have paid for their bonds 
in full has been increasing daily, as 
shown by the $881,000,000 cash received 
in this district. Thus the supply of 
the 4 per cent Liberty bonds has been 
rapidly increasing, and as the supply 
increased there has been more and 
more selling by those who in their en- 
thusiasm to make the government of- 
fering a success, bought more bonds 
than they wanted to hold. It was that 
selling that carried the price this week 
down 3 points to its low record of 97. 

Bvt those who purchased the Liberty 
4 per cent bonds to hold them have no 
reason to stay awake nights. If the 
war should end suddenly, so that no 
more war bonds would have to be is- 
sued, the bonds already outstanding 
would advance rapidly. United States 
government 4s sold this year before 
we entered the war as high as 111, or 
on a 2% per cent basis. Within the 
present generation the United States 
government 4s have sold above 130. 
If the war should suddenly end higher 
prices would soon be reached. On the 
other hand, if the war continued, it 
is safe to assume that the next bond 
issue to be floated early’ in 1918 
will bear a higher interest rate than 
the one just put out. If the rate for 
the next issue is fixed at say 4% per 
cent. and the outstanding Liberty 4s 
should continue to sell at $7, the gov- 
ernment wovld not be able to sell the 
new 4%s: smart investors would sim- 
ply buy the old 4s in the open market 
at 97 and convert them afterwards into 
the new 44s, thus securing a 4% per 
cent bond at $7, which would give an 
income return of approximately 5 per 
cent, instead of the 4%-per cent offered 
by the government.

Oversold Condition Had’! 
Effect Before News of 
Haig’s Victory—Russia 
Has Ceased to Be a Factor 


in Values. 


New York, November 24.—(Special.) 
The oversold condition of the securi-: 
ties markets had become most apparent 
a week ago, and as a result-there was 
a good improvement in the past week. 
This started before the news of the 
British success in northern France, and 
the stronger stand of the Italians, but 
the upward movement was accelerated 
by -the later news. 

The continuation of a chaotic condi- 
tion in Russia has ceased to be a mar- 
ket factor, and it is believed that the 
only effect on securities that Russia 
may have from now on would be a 
favorable one if there should be unex- 
pected good news from that country. 
There were other factors producing 
strength, of which e most important 
one was the news at the railroads 
will probably receive’ an advance in 
freight rates. There has also been the 
growing bond of union in war purposes 
between the allies, and the realization 
that, in all probability, the submarine 
is finally decisively beaten. 

Much of the present more optimistic 
outlook was in sight several weeks ago, 
but there first had to ‘be a culmina- 
tion of all of the unfavorable factors 
before there was much attention paid 
to more hopeful things. This is not 
only stock market psycholegy, but is 


also true of all human affa? The se-_; 
curity markets have a way of going 
from one extreme to another, however, | 
and it is therefore not surprisipg to 
hear the many hopeful prediction to 
how long the present advance will last 
and how high stocks will go. 

In spite of the much better turn of the 
news, it is not believed in well-in- 
formed circles that this is-the starting 
of a long bull swing, but is merely a 
recovery from a depression that far 
over-ran all excuse. ‘There is not suf- 
ficient money to float a bull market, 
and there will also be another govern- 
ment loan in the next two or three 
months to produce a new wave of sell- 
ing. It is also probable that many peo- 
ple who had stocks for sale but would 
not accept the extreme low levels that 
prevailed will be throwing them into 
the market on any substantial advance, 

The short interest has not been 
closed out by any means, as it had 
reached enormous proportions a few 
weeks ago, but enough buying for short 
account has taken place to remove that 
demand as a certain market factor. The 
technical position is still strong enough, 
however, to indicate that any new fa- 
vorable development will be followed 
by further heavy covering, but there 
are enough bears in the market still 
to bring about a considerable amount 
of selling if there should ‘be a fair ad- 
vance and then an unfavorable turn in. 
the news. 

The. market has not been so subject 
to news in the past year 4s it is now, 
the sudden turns in sentiment being 
much like those that followed every 
peace rumor a year or so ago. It has 
developed that important interests. 
were the buyers of large quantities of! 
stocks a few weeks ago when the bot-: 
tom threatened to fall out of every- 
thing, but that in the last two or three. 
weeks there has sprung up a very large, 
volume of business for small investors. ; 
It is said that many high-grade securi-'| 
ties have been picked up in small lots 
iby buyers who stated that there might. 
never again be a chance to get good | 
securities at prices allowing such high} 
yields. 

Money Market Firm. 


The money market has been firm, as

money got above 5 per cent and ruled 
close to that figure during most of 
the week. while time rates were higher.

Panama or Philippines, 
Says Stovall. 


Athens, Ga. November 24.—(Spe< 
, clal.)—*“*Those who have been hinder- 
ing the war operations of the United 
States by arguing that we should raise 
an army only to repel invasion of 
American soil have reckoned without 
real foundation,” said Hon. Pleasant A. 
Stovall, minister of the United States 
to Switzerland, in his address to the 
students of the university and the citi- 
zens of his old home town. “If we had 
not carried the war to Europe Gere- 
many would have brought it to us,” he 
continued, “‘but it would not have been, 


as some have said, with armies landing 
on these coasts. It would more likely 
have been that Germany would have 
pitched the contest in Cuba or in Pane 
ama or the Philippines—so that Amer- 
ica would have been at the expense 
and the cost in time and risk entailed 
by the preparation for sending im- 
mense expeditionary forces to distant 
Parts of the world where America 
would have been obliged, by every rea- 
son, to protect and defend. No, the 
war would not have been brought to 
America itself, but worse.” 

This was in substance what Mr. Sto- 
vall told the audience in the chapej 
of his Alma Mater, addressing enthu- 
Silastic students and citizens. 

He said also that due credit has not 
yet been given the British for their 
part in the war; declared that America 
had been by German propaganda preju- 
diced against Japan, that most of the 
reports that America and Japan might 
soon be at outs were fomented in Ber- 
lin; he told of Switzerland, the small- 
est and the oldest republic of the 
world, now the Good Samaritan of the 
nations, of her service to 100,000 
Strangers hordes of helpless, homeless, 
hope.ess ones streaming through her 
borders during the past three years— 
of the care the Swiss gave them i 
aiding them to repatriation.

The great meeting was plan- 
med for the “Octagon,” on the campus, 
but the frosty weather made it im- 
practicable to hold the services in that 
open-air summer school] auditorium and 
the First Methodist church was press- 
ed into service—pressed being signifi- 
eant of the packed audience which was 
let in by cadets, students first, and 
then a few citizens to take the remain- 
ing bits of standing room. 

Awaiting the arrival of the preach- 
er, the crowd sang college and pa- 
triotic songs and gave all the yells 
that are known to the “Red and Black” 
except the famous ones which would 
hardly be appropriate in a place of 
worship—yells for everybody from col- 
lege boys to Billy Sunday, from_ the 
preachers to the president of the United 
States. The old First Methodist 
church in Athens has a long record 
of conservatism, but the charge of 
quiet and coolness could not be brought 
against it this morning as the jammed 
and packed, swaying, singing, shout- 
ing, clapping, laughing, yelling crowd 
of students got ready for Sunday. 
The appearance of the evangelist and

Sunday’s Talk Typical. 

Sunday delivered the goods. 

The style of the address was urique. 
First he announced, “I'm ready fc the 
kick-off,” and the grandstand and 
bleacher crowd greeted him with a 
whoop. Them he squared away and 
handed the bunch maxim after maxim, 
truism on truism, proverb after proverb, 
from “be kind’ on through to “don’t 
be a cipher.” But the string of injunc- 
tions, old and familiar and—good, was 
only the skeleton of the address. After 
each “proverbial” step he launched a 
paragraph or two of the Sundayest 
Sundayisms he ever emitted—torrents 
of adjectives and combinations of char- 
acteristic expressions chasing each oth- 
er with an almost fascinating rapidity 
from his lips, as the audience, forget- 
ting to applaud, caught its breath at 
the verbal performance.

Following the announcement of the 
achievements as an inventor of Archi- 
and Mrs. 
Archibald Davis, of Atlanta, comes 
word from Washington, D. C., that 
young Davis, in his twenty-seventh

year, is one of the 100 men who have 
been selected by the United States 
government for a lieutenant’s commis- 
sion as electrical engineer: in the Na- 
val reserve, 

Of all the young technicians through- 
out the country who applied to the na- 
val consulting board of the United 
States for commissions in the Naval 
reserves, 255 were selected for final 
consideration, the result being that of 
the number selected 100 were finally 
called, Archibald Davis, Jr., being one 
of the successful applicants. 

The rules governing the applicants 
were that all men must be college 
graduates and must have had three 
years of consecutive service in one of 


the large electrical manufacturing 
plants of the country. Young Davis 
not only fulfilled, but surpassed, all re- 
quirements. 

The record of the young man began 
at the Georgia School of Technology, 
where he graduated in Professor H. 
P, Wood’s class in electrical engineer- 
ing, having finished at Tech at the age 
of 19. The training at Tech was the 
beginning of the career of Davis as an 
inventor, 

Invents Device for Warships. 


“relay” for battleships is his 
invention, being a device that 
protects the motor and generators of 
the ship from damage when an electri- 
cal accident occurs. When an accident 
does occur, the relay automatically 
shuts off the power. The relays invent- 
ed by Davis are now being built for 
the battleships Mexico, California and 
the new cruisers. Upon the receipt 
of his HMeutenant’s commission, young 
Davis was found at work upon an in- 
vention to keep searchlights pointed 
in the right direction, regardless of the 
rolling of the ships due to large waves. 
On December 1 the young inventor 
will report at Annapolis fo ra short 
training course. ‘To his former class- 
mates it will be interesting to note 
that since his graduation at Tech he 
has been with the General Electrical 
school in Schenectady, N. Y. He is a 
member of the Edison club, whose 
president says of his that “the persis- 
tency and skill which he possesses is 
proved by the fact that he now holds 
the highest honor in sailing and is a 
repeated winner in other aquatic 
events.” . 
Distinguished Men Write. 


Ww. L R. Emmett, member of the 
naval consulting board of the United 
States, of which Thomas A. Edison is 
president, wrote to his fellow con- 
sulting members in regard to the ap- 
plication of young Davis for a com- 
mission: ‘YT heartily recommend A. H. 
Davis, Jr., for a lieutenant’s commis- 
sion in the naval reserve,” and then the 
writer described the battleship relay 
invented by the applicatnt. 

From the engineering laboratory of 
the General Electrical school the let- 
ter sent to the consulting board read 
as follows: 

“Archibald Davis has solved some 
extremely intricate problems in_ elec- 
trical circuits and has invented and 
developed a number of useful devices 
connected with switching, protective 
apparatus and signalling. He is a good 
mathematician, of studious disposition 
and has great tenacity in attacking 
difficult problems. 

Other letters relating to the young 
man’s engineering ability are from F. 
W. Peler, president of the Edison club; 
Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia; Wil- 
liam Schley Howard, and others. 

Professor H. P. Wood, of the Georgia 
School of Technology, the former pro- 
fessor of young Davis, when told of his 
success, said: -“As a very young man, 
Archibald Davis received a Carnegie 
hero medal for saving a life at Tallulah 
Falls. I am not at all surprised to learn 
that he has received his lieutenant’s 
commisston in the naval reserve. He 
was a splendid student, and markedly 
capable in research work. Atlanta will 
hear more of young Davis and his for- 
mer alma mater will have still greater 
cause to be proud of his achievements.
